P enn National Gaming Inc. 
(PNG) has announced 
plans to close its off-track 
wagering site in Johnstown 
(Richland Township), Pa.

ENCOURAGING HORSE 
OWNERS TO 
“OWN RESPONSIBLY” 


T he Unwanted Horse Coali¬ 
tion (UHC) has launched 
a Web site and published 
a brochure to explain its mis¬ 
sion of reducing the number 
of unwanted horses and to 
improving their welfare. 

The UHC was created fol¬ 
lowing the Unwanted Horse 
Summit organized by the 
American Association of 
Equine Practitioners (AAEP) 
and held in conjunction with 
the American Horse Council’s 
annual meeting in April 2005. 
In June 2006, the group was 
folded into the American 


Horse Council and now oper¬ 
ates under its auspices. 

In addition to informa¬ 
tion about the UHC, the Web 
site provides resources and 
links for retiring and rescuing 
horses, methods for handling 
the loss of a horse, and sug¬ 
gestions to help people “Own 
Responsibly,” which is the 
motto of the UHC.

DELAWARE TAKES TOUGH 
STAND ON MEDICATION 


T he Delaware Thorough¬ 
bred Racing C ommis sion 
(DTRC) has adopted a 
stringent pohcy regarding the 
prohibition of blood doping 
agents such as erythropoi¬ 
etin (EPO) and darbepoetin 
(DPO). The penalty for a 
medication violation involv¬ 
ing these substances is a fine 
of $5,000 and a 10-year sus¬ 
pension. 

“For several years Dela¬ 
ware has been successfully 
testing for the presence of 
antibodies to determine cul¬ 
pability in blood doping of 
horses. Legal challenges to 
results have not been uncom¬ 
mon. Now, however, the 
equine scientific community 


is able to detect the actual 
molecules of blood doping 
agents, not just the presence 
of antibodies. This new tech¬ 
nology gives the commission 
the ability to withstand legal 
challenges to penalize offend¬ 
ers,” stated John F. Wayne, 
DTRC executive director. 

DTRC and current Associ¬ 
ation of Racing Commis¬ 
sioners International chair¬ 
man Bernard J. Daney added, 
“The commission has con¬ 
cerns for the health of the 
sport which includes the 
horses, jockey safety, wager¬ 
ing and the racing product.”

WEST VIRGINIA TABLE 
GAMES MEASURE 
NEARS REFERENDUM 


A bill to allow table games 
at each of the state’s four 
race tracks passed the West 
Virginia legislature and has been 
signed into law by Governor Joe 
Manchin. County referendum s, 
required before the tracks can 
move ahead with the gaming 
expansion, are expected to take 
place in mid-June. 

West Virginia has two Thor¬ 
oughbred tracks—Charles Town 


and Mountaineer Park—and 
two greyhound tracks, aU of 
which already have video lot¬ 
tery terminals operating under 
the auspices of the state lottery, 
which has been given authority 
for regulating the table games. 
Poker, craps, roulette and 
blackjack may be offered under 
the new law. 


IT’S BACK TO 
THE DRAWING 
BOARD FOR 
MARYLAND 
HORSE PARK 


T he state of Maryland 
abandoned plans to build 
a $114 million Horse Park 
at the former Naval Academy 
dairy farm in Gambrills (Anne 
Arundel County), after the 
County Executive, John R. 
Leopold, announced his inten¬ 
tion to convert the property 
into parkland. 


Other sites wiU now be con¬ 
sidered, said Rob Burk, execu¬ 
tive director of the Maryland 
Horse Industry Board. 

The Maryland Stadium 
Authority, which has jurisdic¬ 
tion over the project, report¬ 
edly remains committed to 
building a horse park. The 
authority selected the 857-acre 


Gambrills site in 2005, bypass¬ 
ing several other prospective 
locations. Plans called for a vis¬ 
itors center, museum, indoor 
show ring and other facilities 
expected to attract more than 
800,000 people a year.

CAT BE NIMBLE ENJOYS 
SWEET LIFE AT 
CANDYLAND 



H erb Moelis and his wife, 
Ellen, founders of Thor¬ 
oughbred Charities of 
America (TCA), prove that 
charity does indeed begin at 
home at their CandyLand Farm 
in Middletown, Del., where the 
aptly named sprinter Cat Be 
Nimble lives as a pensioner, 
‘d can sum up what he's doing 
in one sentence,” Herb Moelis 
stated. ‘‘He's enjoying hfe.” 

The Moehses purchased 
Cat Be Nimble, a Kentucky- 
bred son of Afleet—Frisky 
Kitten (by Isopach), in parmer- 
ship with Joe Keelty and Jim 
Ferguson for $47,000 at the 
1994 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
Two-Year-Olds in Training 
sale. 

“That was back in the days 
when you could get a good 
horse for $47,000,” Moehs 
recalled. “And he had such a 
look about him; he was so ath¬ 
letic. We felt immediately when 
we saw him that he looked like 
a runner. There was no doubt.” 
Their assessment mrned out to 
be spot on, as Cat Be Nimble 
went on to make 61 starts and 
earn $700,952. Trained by Tim 
Ritchey, the durable chestnut 
gelding raced from ages 3 to 
9 and retired with stats of 
15-10-11. He made 31 stakes 
appearances, eight of which 
were graded, with two graded 
stakes wins. He earned triple- 
digit Beyer speed figures on 16 
different occasions. 

Moehs still marvels at Cat 
Be Nimble's achievements: 
“He was definitely one of the 
top three horses we've ever 
owned. He did everything he 
was ever asked to do. He was 
always such a great horse to be 
around, and he still is. We had a 
lot of fun with him; he gave us 
some great memories.” 

Carrying the colors of the 
Moehs's Candy Stable (although 
Keelty and Ferguson retained 


co-ownership). Cat Be Nimble 
broke his maiden in his third 
career start, a maiden special 
weight at Belmont going seven 
furlongs over a muddy track. 
Ridden by Mike Smith, he drew 
off to win by 10 lengths. He 
would head postward 13 times 
in 1995, ending the year with a 
victory in Laurel Park's Snow 
King Stakes. 

Eleven efforts as a 4-year- 
old produced two wins on the 
season, with eight of those 
contests in stakes company. 
He was sent out in graded 
company three times—^in 
Laurel's General George-G2, 
Pimlico's Maryland Breeders' 
Cup Handicap-G3 and the 
Laurel Dash-G3—and came 
away with two graded placings. 
Third in the General George 
behind Meadow Monster and 
Splendid Sprinter, he tired in 
the Pimlico stakes but fared 


better in the Laurel Dash on 
the turf later that fall, finish¬ 
ing second to Mayoumbe (Fr). 
That year he also began a long 
and fruitful parmership with 
jockey Joe Rocco, who was in 
the irons for 35 of Cat Be 
Nimble's lifetime starts. 

It was as a 5-year-old in 
1997 that the Cat solidified his 
reputation as a local standout, 
while also providing his own¬ 
ers with one of their proudest 
days. On Preakness day that 
May, he was again entered in 
the Maryland Breeders' Cup at 
Pimlico. As Moelis recounts, 
“Our good friend and neigh¬ 
bor Allaire duPont was pre¬ 
senting the trophy for the race 
that day, and as we drove down 
to the track we were all think¬ 
ing ‘Wouldn't it be great if we 
could win this?' We thought it 
would be so special. And he 
did it. It was his first graded 


win, and Allaire presented the 
trophy. That was the highlight 
of his career for us.” 

As it turned out. Cat Be 
Nimble had more thrills to 
spare. He scored another grad¬ 
ed victory later that summer in 
the Philadelphia Park Breeders' 
Cup Handicap-G3 over fre¬ 
quent rival Wire Me Collect. 

The Mid-Atlantic Thor¬ 
oughbred Championships 
(MATCH) series—coinciden¬ 
tally launched that year—^put a 
spotlight on several of Cat Be 
Nimble's performances at 5; he 
ended up winning the MATCH 
3 & up sprint division and fin¬ 
ishing a close runner-up for the 
overall title, worth a total of 
$80,000 in bonuses for his 
owners. 

While he never matched 
his 1997 season. Cat's career 
continued for four more years 
of sohd performances and 
increasing earnings. 

Ultimately, it was his feet that 
became problematic, leading to 
his retirement at CandyLand, 
a farm with paddocks bearing 
such whimsical names as Good 
'N Plenty and Jelly Bean Park. 
His pasturemates include two 
riding horses owned by farm 
manager Mike Palmer's wife, 
a shaggy chestnut pony bear¬ 
ing a striking resemblance to 
a child's plush toy, and retired 
stakes-producing broodmare 
Out of the Bid (by Spectacular 
Bid). As Palmer observes, “He 
rules the roost out there. He's 
turned out 365 days a year, and 
he loves it. He's still such a fun 
horse to have around.” 

Moehs concurs. “My wife 
loves him. She feeds him pep¬ 
permints every day when we're 
at home. And he's earned this 
retirement; he was good to 
us. He'll never leave the farm. 
We hke to practice what we 
preach.”

The magic of 
spring at Pimlico 


I t’s a rite of spring in Maryland, griping about Pimlico Race 
Course—^with its rundown stable area, the grandstand/club- 
house resembling a warehouse, and aU the other shortcomings 
that make it a less than ideal site to showcase the Preakness. Some 
people even hint that the place is jinxed, thinking back to famous, 
unfortunate episodes such as the Preakness day power outage and 
the man-on-the-track. 

They’re probably right. The place ought to be torn down, and a 
new track built to replace it. It would be a sensible thing to do. But 
I will be one of the old-timers who consider throwing themselves 
in front of the bulldo 2 ers when, and if, that day finally comes. 

For me, going back Pimhco in the spring is hke visiting an old 
family homestead and discovering, once again, that you really do 
adore your extended family. 

From the moment the aroma of the backstretch hits me, at 
the stop sign on Winner Avenue, my spirits hft. Forget about ght 2 
and glamor. This is all about finding comfort in the familiar. The 
same ropes in exactly the same place on the parking lot. The pad- 
dock looking like it looked when I was a child. Squee 2 ing into a 
corner for a ride to the press box while a cart full of food takes 
up most of the space in the one creaky elevator that serves the 
entire grandstand. 

Walking through the grandstand, I meet up with people I 
haven’t seen in years, or sometimes decades. 

The energy of the place is ama 2 ing. 

In my mind’s eye, it’s eternally springtime at Pimhco, and the 
sun is always shining. 

A big part of its allure, of course, is the paradoxical way that the 
dowdy old track commands respect for its long tradition of top- 
class racing. The second oldest race track in the country (behind 
only Saratoga), and founded in 1870, it has consistently showcased 
many of the nation’s top runners, and for most of the past two 
decades hosted two venerable Grade 1 events—the Preakness and 
Pimhco Special (the latter of which wiU not be run in 2007). 

Eleven Triple Crown winners. . . and weU over a do 2 en horses 
who went on to earn honors as the nation’s Horse of the Year. . . 
plus countless other stars of yesteryear have left their hoofyrints 
at Pimhco, known for many years as Old Hihtop. 

The serious talent wiU show up, as it always does, at Pimhco 
this spring. To be part of the crowd that gathers to greet it is to 
celebrate aU that is good about horse racing. ^

TRAINER CHRIS GROVE 
COUNTS BLESSINGS 

With son Noah’s serious iilness behind him, 
young Bowie-based horseman has had a 
superb season with two stakes-winning mares.

hen she stepped into his 
barn as a 2-year-old in 
the fall of 2003—^with 
her gende spoon-face and heart 
full of run—^it was love at first 
sight for trainer Chris Grove. 
Silmaril had been named for 
the precious jewels in the J.R.R. 
Tolkien works of fiction and 
was destined to sparkle against 
one of the best race mares of 
her generation. 

Then came Lexi Star, a close 
relative to the year-older Sil¬ 
maril, yet slower to develop. 
Angular and statuesque. Quiet 
around the barn, but a handful 
on the race track. ^^She likes to 
throw her head around when 
Fm leading her out to the track 
in the mornings,” says Grove, 
not quite forgiving the mare 
who led off the season with 
back-to-back stakes wins. “She 
means it when she does it, and 
she has a big head.” 

Silmaril and Lexi Star—^Hke 
jealous sisters in a bout of 
one-upmanship—have aU but 
dominated Maryland's distaff 
handicap division this sea¬ 
son, pushing their combined 
earnings to more than $1 mil¬ 
lion for local breeder/owners 
Stephen and Sue Quick, and 
Christopher Feifarek, a partner 
in Silmaril. 


The two mares—defy¬ 
ing aU odds as products of a 
relatively small-scale breeding 
operation—have provided a 
feel-good story in a time when 
many people are not feehng 
good about the formnes of 
Maryland racing. But in many 
ways, the key to it all has been 
Grove, a 37-year-old horseman 
who, despite a well-established 
career on the race track, was 
until recently better known for 
his family than his horses. 

In February 2005, Mary¬ 
land's racing community rallied 
in a huge and unprecedented 
show of fund-raising support 
for Grove's young son Noah, 
who was battiing bone cancer. 
Noah, just turned 8, is today 
bright and athletic—^with no 
apparent remains from the dis¬ 
ease, except for the prosthetic 
device on his left leg. 

‘We can start out talking 
about anything,” observes 
Grove, standing in the chute 
while one of his less-famous 
charges gallops around the oval 
at Maryland's Bowie Training 
Center, where Grove trains 
about two do 2 en horses for 
eight different owners. “But the 
subject always comes back to 
Noah.” 

Noah, who participates in at 
least three sports not typically 


associated with an 8-year-old— 
namely flag football, skiing and 
golf—^has inherited the strong 
competitive drive that Chris 
has identified in himself, and 
in his own father, Phil Grove, 
a onetime leading jockey on 
the Charles Town/Maryland/ 
Delaware circuit and now a 
steward at Maryland tracks. 

It's an overarching urge to 
be the best that brought Chris 
Grove to the race track after an 
unrewarding fling at college. . . 
that propels him out of bed 
every morning at 3:30 for his 
hour-long commute from his 
home in Frederick to Bowie 
. . . that has set him on course 
as one of the Mid-Atiantic 
region's top young trainers. 

A RACING FAMILY 

At 5'8”, Chris Grove stands 
several inches taller than his 
father. Consequently, following 
in Phil Grove's boot prints as 
a jockey was never a serious 
possibihty for Chris—although 
that might once have been his 
ultimate goal. 

“He was my hero when I 
was growing up,” says Chris of 
his father, who retired in 1994 
with 3,991 career victories (a 14 
percent win ratio) and a place 
in the Maryland Sports HaU of 


Fame. “We would go into the 
grocery store, and people he 
didn't know would recogni 2 e 
him, and come up and speak 
to him. That makes quite an 
impression on a kid.” 

Phil Grove, now 59, born 
and raised near Frederick, where 
he and his wife, Chris's mother 
Sandy, have always made their 
home, had not received such 
glowing support from the gen¬ 
eration that came before him. 
He recalls that his father, a 
Frederick County business¬ 
man, declared him “the black 
sheep of the family” after he 
became a jockey. “I was one of 
five boys,” says Phil, “and my 
father's ideal was for each of us 
to have a business.” 

Meanwhile, the teenage 
Phil and his pals were visit¬ 
ing (now-defunct) Shenandoah 
Downs race track every week¬ 
end. Inevitably, Phil heard the 
words that have been a siren 
call for many of the sport's fin¬ 
est: “With your si2e, you ought 
to be a jockey.” 

“Someone introduced me 
to trainer Frank Smith Jr.,” Phil 
remembers. “I showed up at 
the race track at 6 a.m. the next 
day and never left.” 

Phil Grove was the lead¬ 
ing apprentice rider at Charles 
Town in 1967, and went on to

earn riding tides at numerous 
meets. In 1994, he received 
one of his profession's high¬ 
est honors, the George Woolf 
Memorial Jockey Award that 
recognizes “high standards 
of personal and professional 
conduct, on and off the race 
track." 

Chris’s drive to compete is 
especially strong when it comes 
to his father, both men freely 
acknowledge. “Anything Chris 
does with me, he wants to 
beat me," says Phil, repeating 
an oft-told family story that 
describes how he spent hours 
on the driving range polishing 
his once meager skills—only 
to hear Chris proclaim himself 


too busy to play golf with his 
father. 

Still, as a teenager, Chris 
wasn’t much interested in the 
race track. An all-state soc¬ 
cer player in his senior year at 
Frederick High in 1987, he pur¬ 
sued that sport at EHzabeth town 
College near Lancaster, Pa., 
where he became, in his words, 
a star bench-warmer. The col¬ 
lege did happen to be conve¬ 
niently close to Penn National, 
however. And Chris and his 
friends found themselves 
spending more and more time 
at the track. 

After a year, he switched to 
a less demanding academic pro¬ 
gram at Frederick Community 


College, and took up a career 
as an exercise rider. 

He acquired the basic skills 
while working for Kevin Potts 
at Cabin Branch Farm near 
Woodbine—at that time one 
of Maryland’s busiest training 
facihties. 

Far from an overnight suc¬ 
cess, Grove vividly recalls the 
shock he felt when he was 
fired from his first race track 
job, with PimHco-based train¬ 
er Dickie Small. “I was really 
green," he says, “and after the 
first month, they let me go. It 
was the first and only job I’ve 
ever been fired from." 

Typically, that setback 
encouraged Grove to try hard¬ 
er. He moved on to Bowie, 
where he was employed by 
a succession of trainers— 
Robbie Bailes, Steve Moyer, 
Dale Capuano—^before find¬ 
ing a niche with Donald Barr’s 
stable, where he remained for 
six years. 

Barr was then in his heyday 
as one of Maryland’s top train¬ 
ers, developing one good horse 
after another, including the 
Hkes of stakes winners Richie 
the Coach, Who Wouldn’t, 
Merengue and G. O’Keefe. 

Maryland-based owner/ 
breeder Milton Higgins, a part¬ 
ner in many of those star per¬ 
formers, says Grove’s skill as 
a horseman was by then well- 
apparent. “I’m not surprised 
at the success Chris is having," 
comments Higgins. “I felt per¬ 
sonally that all my horses were 
better for having Chris on them. 
He had a great sense of horses 
and what they needed to do. He 
deserves particular credit for 
G. O’Keefe [a graded winner 
of $267,170], who would never 
have developed into what she 
was without Chris." 

Once he began riding. 
Grove kept up a relentless pace. 
His daily schedule frequently 
involved early morning hours 
at Bowie, followed by a stop 
at Upper Marlboro (exercising 
horses over the old Marlboro 
race track) and an afternoon 
“breaking babies" at Joanne 
Hughes’s farm in SykesviUe. 

StiU, not long after becom¬ 
ing an exercise rider. Grove had 
cast about for something else to 
satisfy his competitive cravings. 


Reducing down to professional 
jockey weight was no longer 
even a remote possibility; the 
muscle mass he’d developed 
from galloping horses saw to 
that. 

Amateur riding? Now that 
promised real opportunity. 

Grove had his first win¬ 
ning ride—in a non-sanctioned 
event at the Camptown Races 
in Ashland, Va., in 1989. “It 
was," he says, “tike somebody 
lit me on fire." 

He joined the Amateur 
Riders Club of the Americas 
(ARC A), the international 
program then gathering steam 
under the direction of its 
founder, famed racing cartoon¬ 
ist Peb (Pierre Bellocq). For 
more than five years. Grove 
was an amateur star. He ranked 
as the leading amateur rider 
in North America for three 
seasons, from 1993 to ’95, and 
his career took him to 35 race 
tracks in North America and 
Europe. 

“It was a tight-knit group of 
riders, and we had a lot of fun," 
Grove says. Getting down to 
his riding weight of between 
130 and 132 pounds was still 
a constant struggle, though. 
‘A"ou can picture what it was 
like to be out running the roads 
near a race track in my rain suit 
and stocking cap, lathered up 
with baby oil. . . People would 
stare." 

Grove says he quit riding 
races “before I started losing." 

It was about that time that 
he and his wife, Rachael, were 
seriously considering a future 
together. Married in July 1996, 
Chris and Rachael had met in 
a “country bar in Frederick on 
quarter draft night" less than a 
year earher. ‘When he told me 
he had race horses, I thought 
he was kidding," says Rachael, 
who, at the time, had rarely 
seen a horse, let alone ridden 
one. 

Brought up as a foster child, 
and since adopted by Eugene 
Zebovitz, a Ph.D microbiolo¬ 
gist, and his wife, Marion, 
Rachael (one of nine children 
in their household) had joined 
the work force at the age of 17, 
searching real estate titles for a 
firm in Frederick. She has built 
a successful career of her own. 
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strong family ties: Chris Grove and his wife, Rachael, live in Frederick, Md., only three miles from 
the home of his parents, Phil and Sandy Grove, who are closely involved in the care of Noah, 8, and Carson, 4. 


and four years ago, along with 
two partners, founded a com¬ 
pany, United Tide Service LLC, 
that now has seven employees. 
In 2006, the company was hon¬ 
ored by the Frederick County 
Association of Realtors. 

Chris—noting the many 
evenings his father spent riding 
races at Charles Town—typi¬ 
cally set out to do better as a 
family man. He and Rachael 
waited three years to welcome 
their firstborn, Noah, who 
arrived, perhaps prophetically, 
on the first Samrday in May, 
1999. It was Kentucky Derby 
day, of course, and Noah acm- 
ally entered the world just as 
the winner. Charismatic, was 
making his move around the 
turn. 

“Hey. . . look. . . Tm over 
here,” Rachael remembers tell¬ 
ing Chris, as both he—and 
the obstetrician. Dr. Gerrit 
Schipper, also a race horse 
owner—stole sideways glances 
at the horse race on the televi¬ 
sion screen. 

But that was not Chris’s 
only dilemma. After getting his 
trainer’s license in 1997, he had 
gradually been building up a 
side business, training for a few 
clients. That morning, owner 
George Digon had unexpect¬ 
edly sent him six horses, dou¬ 
bling the size of his stable. 

“It was a tremendous coin¬ 
cidence,” says Grove. “I need¬ 
ed to be with the horses, but 
Rachael had gone into labor— 
early—and I had to rush home 
from the track.” 

Grove stayed with Rachael 
at the hospital, and relied on 
someone else to take care of 
the horses. However, that day 
was a turning point in more 
ways than one. From then on, 
he no longer exercised horses 
for Donald Barr. He was both 
a parent and a full-time horse 
trainer. 

HARD WORK HAS 
REWARDS 

One of Grove’s first, and 
best, chents has been William 
R. Harris, a heating and plumb¬ 
ing contractor in Virginia who 
has bred and raced horses in 


Maryland for more than 40 
years. 

Grove also credits Harris 
with serving as his mentor in 
the early years of his training 
career. “Mr. Harris and I talked 
a lot,” says Grove, “and he rein¬ 
forced the idea for me of put¬ 
ting extra [fimess] into them. 

“A lot of times we don’t 
have the best-bred horses in 
a race, so we try to make up 
for that by having the fittest,” 
Grove explains. 

He considers himself a 
tougher trainer than most. “I 
work a lot of horses a mile, and 
gallop them a lot farther than 


anybody else would—even the 
fillies,” he says. 

Years on horseback had 
given Grove something akin to 
a sixth sense when it came to 
designing a regimen for an indi¬ 
vidual horse. But in his early 
days as a trainer. Grove found 
himself struggling to develop 
a different skill set, one that 
would help him deal success¬ 
fully with owners. “I try to 
be honest—saying, Hhis is my 
opinion of this horse,’ ” he 
explains. “It isn’t always easy. 
There’s a saying: You can teU 
a man that his son is stupid, or 
his daughter is ugly, just don’t 
say his horse can’t run.” 


Diplomacy was apparently 
not a serious issue, however, 
because owners sent horses to 
Grove in ever-increasing num¬ 
bers. By 2002, he had climbed 
onto the list of Maryland’s top 
15 trainers, and in 2004 he 
ranked fourth in wins for the 
year (behind Dale Capuano, 
Jerry Robb and Mark Shuman— 
the latter two training for the 
mega-stable of owner Mike 
GiU). Major chents, in addition 
to Harris, have included Charles 
Moneypenny and Harry Hog- 
lander. 

The first stakes winner to 
come out of Grove’s barn (and 
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Hugo Garcia serves as groom for Silmaril, a friendly type always on the lookout 
for treats.

one of three on his resume so 
far) was Deer Run. 

Owned and bred by Harris, 
Deer Run, a Maryland-bred 
son of Deerhound, took his 
time developing his potential, 
and then won two stakes as a 5- 
year-old in 2002, including the 
Maryland Million Sprint. He 
had five additional stakes plac- 
ings that season, highhghted by 
a s trong runner-up perform ance 
to D’wildcat in the Grade 1 
Frank J. De Francis Memorial 
Dash. In 2003, he added three 
stakes placings. Campaigned 
for a total of seven seasons. 
Deer Run retired after 51 starts, 
with earnings of $404,750. 

In a roundabout way, it 
was Harris who brought Steve 
and Sue Quick—and their 
homebreds Silmaril and Lexi 
Star—into Grove’s Hfe. Harris 
is a longtime client of Ahen 
and Audrey Murray’s Murmur 
Farm in Darhngton, Md. 
(which, incidentally, once was 
home to Deer Run’s sire). The 
Murrays became acquainted 
with Grove through Harris, 
and recommended him to their 
good friends, the Quicks. 

Silmaril was the first horse 
the Quicks sent to Grove. 
“She went right to him from 
Middleburg [Training Center, 
where she got her early educa¬ 
tion with Jean Rofe],” recalls 
Sue Quick. “Chris told us she’d 
be a nice one. So far, every¬ 
thing he’s told us has been 
right.” While the Quicks are 
well aware that “all horses can’t 
be like those two,” as Sue puts 
it, they now have four horses 
in training with Grove, and 
employ him as their only train¬ 
er in Maryland. 

Silmaril, who boasts career 
earnings of $729,153, got her 
first stakes win in February of 
her 3-year-old season in 2004, 
and became a full-fledged local 
star that fall by winning the 
Maryland Milhon Oaks (the 
first of her two Maryland 
Milhon Day victories). A 
daughter of former Maryland 
sire Diamond, who was relo¬ 
cated to Oklahoma for the 
2006 breeding season after his 
first three crops sired at North- 
view StaUion Station generally 
failed to hve up to expectations. 


Silmaril ended a long drought 
for the Quicks’ breeding opera¬ 
tion, which had not mrned out 
a noteworthy performer since 
Silm aril’s granddam Kattegat’s 
Pride, who won three Maryland- 
bred championship titles in the 
1980s. 

In May 2005, the Quicks 
and Grove hved the dream 
of every owner and trainer, 
as Silmaril, performing before 
a national television audience 
at Pimhco the day before the 
Preakness, bht 2 ed past Ashado 
(the mare ultimately destined to 
take that year’s Echpse Award 
as the nation’s champion older 
female) and won the Pimhco 
Breeders’ Cup Distaff-G3. 

Silmaril has won a total of 
nine stakes in her career (two so 
far in 2007) and was a creditable 
runner-up to Oprah Winney 
in this year’s Barbara Fritchie 
Breeders’ Cup Handicap-G2. 

Lexi Star, whose granddam 
was a half-sister to Kattegat’s 
Pride, has hved most of her hfe 
in Silmaril’s shadow. But with 
two emphatic stakes wins in her 
first two starts this season (her 
first added-money victory came 
last fall), she gained immeasur¬ 
able respect. In 15 career starts, 
Lexi Star has earned $302,624. 
Lexi Star has added signifi¬ 
cance for the Quicks, as she 
was sired by Crypto Star, a son 
of Cryptoclearance standing at 
the Murrays’ farm. 

OVER THE

It struck the Grove fam¬ 
ily hke a bolt from. . . hell. 
Phil’s wife, Sandy, who once 
had a high-powered career of 
her own as a fashion buyer, 
now works “very part-time” in 
order to be a devoted caregiver 
to her grandchildren—^Noah, 
his 4-year-old brother Carson, 
and the two young children of 
Chris’s sister, Briana Prosper, 
who lives in Ashburn, Va. 

Throughout his life, Noah 
(and now Carson) has spent 
late afternoons at his grandpar¬ 
ents’ house, with Sandy driving 
him there from school. On a 
gray wintry day in February 
2004, Sandy became the first to

hear about the pain in Noah’s 
leg. 

“He got into the car com¬ 
plaining about his leg, and I 
told his mom,” recalls Sandy. 
Within days after that, the four 
of them—Chris and Rachael, 
Phil and Sandy—embarked, 
along with Noah, on a terrify¬ 
ing swirl of doctor visits, X- 
rays and scans, tests and more 
tests, second (and third and 
fourth) opinions. 

Finally, after years of com¬ 
peting, Chris and his father 
were on the same team. Only 
this was no game. 

Sandy designed the “chemo 
calendar” that kept the grand¬ 
parents and parents shutding 
between work and home, child 
care for toddler Carson, and 
Noah’s room at Georgetown 
University Hospital in Wash¬ 
ington. 

The surgery was followed by 
complications, and days in the 
hospital stretched into weeks. 
Chris and Rachael fell asleep 
each night sharing a single cot 
next to Noah’s bed. At 3:30 
a.m., with the halls silent, Chris 


would tiptoe past the nurses’ 
station and head to Bowie, 
where his string of 30 horses 
stiU needed his attention. 

Then, at last, Noah came 
home, and the Groves, a deeply 
religious family, thanked God 
over and over for their bless¬ 
ings. Still, they had taken on 
another worry—how to pay 
for prosthetic devices, which 
are only partially covered by 
insurance and will have to be 
replaced frequently as Noah 
grows to adulthood. 

Enter Fran Raffetto, a 
Laurel/PimHco racing office 
employee and wife of Maryland 
Jockey Club president Lou 
Raffetto. The Grove family’s 
struggles tore at the heart 
strings of not only Fran, but 
hundreds of other people who 
contributed to the “Night for 
Noah,” organi 2 ed by Fran Raf¬ 
fetto and held at Laurel. 

Live and silent auctions 
at that event generated well 
over $100,000. Such was the 
outpouring that some people 
contributed by donating valu¬ 
able horse racing memorabiha 


to be auctioned—then buying 
the item back at an inflated 
price and giving it to Chris 
and Rachael, whose SUV was 
packed full of treasures as they 
drove home that night. As a 
result of that evening, Noah is 
now the proud owner of the 
bit that Smarty Jones wore in 
his Triple Crown races. 

For Chris and Rachael, an 
especially touching moment 
came when they unwrapped a 
painting of Charismatic—the 
horse whose Kentucky Derby 
victory will be forever linked in 


their minds with the birth of 
Noah. Steve and Sue Quick had 
purchased the painting (until 
recently their own) as a gift 
for Noah. It depicts a famous 
scene: Charismatic with his leg 
cradled in the arms of jockey 
Chris Antley, moments after 
the horse’s ultimately surviv- 
able breakdown in the Belmont 
Stakes. 

The young parents cried 
when they noticed something 
they had never paid attention 
to before: “It was his left leg,” 
says Chris. ^(Just like Noah.” ^ 
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NEW JERSEY 
INDUSTRY FACES 
UNCERTAIN FUTURE 

What will happen after this fall’s 
Breeders’ Cup fades into history 
and the purse supplement expires?

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T his is going to be a great 
year for Monmouth Park 
and Thoroughbred racing 
in New Jersey. The Breeders' 
Cup, now a two-day event, will 
be run at Monmouth for its first 
appearance at a Mid-Atlantic 
venue and, thanks to $30 mil¬ 
lion in renovations, the elegant 
old track will never look better. 
With a record $330,000 in daily 
average purses for its 75-day 
summer meet, the track will 
as usual attract quality horses 
and horsemen, including Hall 
of Famer Bobby Frankel, 
who will have a full division 
there for the first time. The 
state's first bricks-and-m or tar 
off-track betting facihty, in the 
South Jersey town of Vineland, 
opened on March 30, and two 
more are set to start up soon— 
bringing an infusion of betting 
handle. 

It's the long-term fumre that 
has so many people uncom¬ 
fortable. Uncertainty breeds 
concern. 

What will happen after the 
Breeders' Cup leaves town and 
the $83 million purse supple¬ 


ment courtesy of the Adantic 
City casinos expires at the end 
of 2007? How big a threat is 
nearby Philadelphia Park? It's 
now flush with cash, thanks to 
slot machines that are starting 
to create the type of gigan¬ 
tic purses that may prove a 
powerful lure for New Jersey- 
based stables. With the casinos 
standing in the way, will New 
Jersey tracks ever have slots 
themselves? With a number of 
important executives having 
left or about to leave, just who 
wiU guide New Jersey racing 
in the years ahead? Can the 
New Jersey breeding program, 
which is producing smaller foal 
crops year after year, somehow 
get back on the right track? 

In New Jersey, there are 
many questions but, so far, few 
answers. 

“These are very tough times 
for New Jersey racing,” says 
Barbara DeMarco, a lobbyist 
for the state's Thoroughbred 
industry. “We are at a cross¬ 
roads. The competition from 
neighboring states, as well as 
the glut of competition for 


the wagering dollar, is having 
a direct impact on the racing 
product. That means a tremen¬ 
dous impact on farmland and 
open spaces and even tourism. 
It used to just be Atlantic City 
that we had to worry about. 
Now it's everywhere. There's 
the potential that we're in the 
midst of a situation that threat¬ 
ens to HU racing in this state 
and we're past the halfway 
point.” 

New Jersey used to be 
one of those places where all 
track management had to do 
was open its doors and watch 
people flow through the turn¬ 
stiles. Monmouth, Atlantic 
City and the old Garden State 
Park made up what they used 
to call the “Golden Triangle.” 
Business was good, the racing 
was top-class, and the competi¬ 
tion was nU. There was no such 
thing back then as Atlantic City 
casinos, Philadelphia Park, raci- 
nos or off-track wagering. 

Today, New Jersey racing 
operates in a very different, 
more complex, world, one 
in which slot machines have 
become the engine that drives 


the sport. New Jersey doesn't 
have them. Several other Mid- 
Atlantic states do. That thorny 
issue sits on top of the list 
of New Jersey racing's many 
problems. 

It used to be that only 
New York could offer better 
purses than New Jersey among 
tracks in the Northeast. Jersey 
couldn't be New York, but it 
didn't need to be. There were 
enough good horses and horse¬ 
men to go around, and New 
Jersey was able to offer a solid 
racing product. 

The first major hit came 
from Delaware Park, where slot 
machines became part of the 
betting menu on December 29, 
1995. Eleven years later, slots 
or video lottery terminals were 
also legal at tracks in Florida, 
West Virginia, New York and 
Pennsylvania, along with Dela¬ 
ware, aU places that can or wUl 
be able to offer lucrative purses 
that a non-slot track has a hard 
time competing with. 

The single biggest threat, 
though, is the one posed by 
Philadelphia Park, which has 
become an attractive alternative

for stables that have tradition¬ 
ally been based in New Jersey. 
Not only does Philadelphia 
Park offer year-round racing, an 
advantage over the New Jersey 
tracks, which race for about 
seven months every year, but 
also purses there are approach¬ 
ing Monmouth levels. By July, 
daily average purses at Phila¬ 
delphia Park are expected to be 
in the area of $210,000 a day, 
and track management predicts 
they will eventually average as 
much as $500,000 a day. 

‘‘Monmouth wiU stiU exist, 
and there are going to be 
people who wiU always have a 
great loyalty to Monmouth,” 
says New Jersey-based trainer 
John Forbes, who is the vice- 
president of the New Jersey 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association. “If anyone wants 
to leave for Philadelphia, you’re 
going to have to give up some 
of your horses to someone 
staying at Monmouth. But 
people might be forced to 
make that decision because you 
can stay in New Jersey and 
barely survive or you can go 
to Philadelphia and have year- 
round racing with good purses. 
It’s just a question of when do 
you bite the bullet.” 

The complications involv¬ 
ing racing and slot machines 
in New Jersey are unlike those 
in any other state. In Atlantic 
City, New Jersey has a major 
casino industry, one that has 
tremendous pohtical clout. The 
casinos are opposed to having 
slots at the tracks, and they 
have traditionally had enough 
politicians in their corner to 
suppress the racing industry’s 
efforts to legali 2 e race track 


slots. The racing industry has 
countered with offers to have 
slots only at the Meadowlands, 
which is 128 miles from Atlantic 
City, and to let a consortium of 
Atlantic City casinos run the 
Meadowlands casino and share 
in the profits. 

In Senate President Richard 
Codey, the racing industry has a 
powerful ally in Trenton. Codey, 
who served as the interim gov¬ 
ernor after the scandal-plagued 
James McGreevey resigned, is 
a lifelong racing fan and is the 
brother of Freehold Raceway 
general manager Don Codey. 
Codey has tried his best to push 
the slots issue and convince fel¬ 
low legislators that New Jersey 
racing has to have them. 

“I don’t think the situation 
for New Jersey racing is good,” 
he says. “I’m not in charge 
anymore, but the governor Qon 
S. Corzine] has to understand 
what’s going to happen if we 
don’t act, and act soon. Instead 
of seeing horses on horse 
farms in Colts Neck, you’re 
going to see even more houses. 
Look how few horses we breed 
these days. I think Governor 
Corzine is trying to be careful 


and he understands the need 
for slots, but he’s getting pres¬ 
sure from the casinos.” 

General Assembly Speaker 
Joseph Roberts is not unsym¬ 
pathetic to horse racing’s prob¬ 
lems, but he is from Camden 
County in the southern part of 
the state, an area that is gener¬ 
ally supportive of the casino 
industry. Roberts has not sup¬ 
ported race track slots, and, 
instead, believes that Atlantic 
City must continue to support 
racing with a purse supplement. 

The wild card is Cor 2 ine. 
He has not estabhshed a firm 
position on race track slots and 
recently called for a study of 
the issue. Cor 2 ine, though, Hke 
so many governors, is faced 
with budgetary problems. He 
has proposed selling the New 
Jersey Turnpike to a private 
company to bring in needed 
revenue, and whether or not 
that sale goes through could 
influence his position on slots 
at the Meadowlands. 

“We don’t need another 
study,” Codey says. “We need 
common sense here, and we 
need it ASAP.” 

Thoughithas not had a direct 
impact on the Thoroughbred 
industry, Yonkers Raceway, a 
harness track in New York that 
has had slots since November, 
is also a big part of the overall 
picture. Yonkers, which is just 
eight miles from the foot of 
the Jersey side of the George 
Washington Bridge, has more 
than doubled purses since slots 
came in, and there appears to 
be no limit to how large its 
purses may eventually become. 
That has created major prob¬ 
lems for the New Jersey har¬ 
ness racing industry, which 


is losing do 2 ens of horses to 
Yonkers each night. Because 
of competition from Yonkers, 
the Meadowlands harness meet 
recently cut back to four pro¬ 
grams a week. Perhaps, though, 
that might have served as a 
wake-up call to politicians who 
were ignoring the racing indus¬ 
try’s problems. 

The Yonkers situation might 
also convince some politicians 
that New Jersey has to act to 
keep its gamblers from leav¬ 
ing the state, whether they are 
going to Pennsylvania or New 
York. Facing competition from 
Yonkers and Pennsylvania raci- 
nos, Atlantic City casinos won 
a combined $394.5 million in 
January, a 2.9 percent decrease 
from January 2006. Slot rev¬ 
enue was off 7.2 percent. It got 
worse in February. The casinos’ 
net revenue of $378.3 million 
was down 4.8 percent from 
2006. Slot revenue fell by 7.8 
percent. 

The racing industry argues 
that the same North Jersey resi¬ 
dents who are choosing Yonkers 
over Atlantic City would choose 
the Meadowlands over Yonkers 
or Atlantic City. 

With or without race track 
slots, Atlantic City will no doubt 
stiU be called upon to help the 
racing industry. Over the last 
four years it has contributed 
$83 million to harness and 
Thoroughbred racing in the 
form of a purse supplement. 

“The source of the revenue 
is less important than revenue 
itself,” said New Jersey Sports 
and Exposition Authority 
(NJSEA) vice-president and 
general manager Bob KuHna. 

Though a new deal has 
yet to be worked out, most 
believe the casinos will agree 
to continue with some form 
of supplement without putting 
up much of a fight when the 
current agreement expires at 
the end of this year. Most in 
the industry would prefer their 
own slot machines, but many 
feel that another purse supple¬ 
ment will be acceptable, as long 
as it is enough to keep purses at 
competitive levels. 

“Four years ago, $83 mil¬ 
lion seemed Hke an awful lot 
of money to everyone,” said

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NJSEA senior vice-president 
racing Dennis Dowd. “Today, 
it doesn’t seem like that much 
when you look at what purses 
are going to be at Yonkers 
and at Philadelphia Park. The 
account wagering is up and 
running, and we should have 
three OTBs by the end of the 
year. There are things that we 
can do to help ourselves, but 
none of those things are going 
to be sufficient to put us in a 
position where we’re going to 
be self-sufficient.” 

If nothing else, race track 
slots would provide New Jersey 


racing with stabihty, something 
sorely lacking at present. That’s 
one of the reasons the state’s 
breeding industry continues to 
decline at an alarming rate. 

In 2006, only 292 foals were 
born in the state. According 
to Jockey Club statistics, the 
industry peaked in 1987, when 
1,140 foals were born in New 
Jersey. Today, there are only 35 
stallions standing in the state, 
down from 84 in 1992. The 
dechnes have come despite 
the development of lucrative 
incentive programs, which paid 
out more than $15 milhon in 


2006 to New Jersey breeders, 
owners and stallion owners. 

“Unfortunately, there’s 
probably still more room for 
the numbers to go down,” 
says Mike Campbell, executive 
director of the Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association of New 
Jersey. “People, when they’re 
breeding a horse, are looking 
ahead, four, five years down the 
road. If a horse is conceived in 
2007, it may not run until 2011. 
We don’t have much stability in 
New Jersey. People are looking 
at other states where racing is 
booming and saying, We have 


no idea where racing is headed 
in New Jersey’ That’s an impor¬ 
tant part of their decision con¬ 
cerning where they’re going to 
foal their horses. People have 
to look down the road, and 
right now we can’t be too con¬ 
fident about what’s going on.” 

Fortunately for the state’s 
breeding program, there remain 
some breeders fiercely loyal to 
New Jersey and New Jersey 
racing. Joe Jennings, the owner 
of Walnford Stud, is among 
them, and he’s not planning to 
go anywhere. He is not about 
to sell his property to a devel- 


Atlantic City could undergo renaissance 


W ith abbreviated meets, 
some as short as one 
day, Atlantic City Race 
Course has been on life sup¬ 
port for nearly a decade, but 
the South Jersey race track 
might just experience a renais¬ 
sance. 

Management of Green¬ 
wood Racing Inc., which owns 
Atlantic City and Philadelphia 
Park, is seeking approval to 
tear down the old grandstand 
and clubhouse, replace them 
with a small, modern facil¬ 
ity, and have a five racing 
meet that would extend for 
a minimum of four weeks 
and include 16 days of rac¬ 
ing. The meet would likely 
be run in the spring, before 
Monmouth Park opens. The 
meet would be run exclusively 
on the grass, although if it 
is successful, the main track 
may eventually be renovated 
and used for racing. 

“This can only work under 
specific conditions,” said 
Greenwood’s CEO, Hal 
Handel. “Obviously, if we 
had to build a $50 million 
grandstand and run 100 days 
of racing, this would be a 
non-starter. But an abbreviat¬ 
ed meeting operating out of a 
multi-use, small facility can 
work. As the industry starts 
to contract a little bit, which 
seems to be happening around 
the country, maybe you’re 
going to see a movement back 



towards some shorter meet¬ 
ings, which were the industry 
staples for the first 60 years of 
the century, and you might see 
them at facilities that are pur¬ 
pose designed.” 

Atlantic City opened in 
1946, and, for many years, was 
among the most successful 
and important race tracks in 
the Mid-Atlantic region. But 
legalization of Thoroughbred 
racing in Pennsylvania and the 
opening of the Atlantic City 
casinos decimated the track’s 
business. Atlantic City ran 
a 29-day meet in 199^ the 
last time it operated anything 
close to a full schedule. Since, 
it has run just a handful of 
annual dates, a requirement to 
maintain a license to operate a 
year-round simulcasting facil¬ 
ity on the grounds. The track 
will run just four days this 


year, a meet that will operate 
in front of a grandstand in 
desperate need of upkeep and 
repair. 

Under the proposal stiU 
making its way through vari¬ 
ous state and local commis¬ 
sions and committees, Atlantic 
City’s backstretch would be 
torn down and replaced by 
housing. Part of the race track 
grounds may also be used for 
a minor league baseball sta¬ 
dium or for other recreational 
purposes. Handel estimated 
that the project’s cost would 
be between $13 million and 
$20 million. 

Though Greenwood stiU 
has a few remaining bureau¬ 
cratic hurdles to clear before 
the proposal can become a 
reality, several major obstacles 
have already been taken care 
of and Handel has become 


more optimistic that a new 
Atlantic City will happen. 

“There was no chance 
of this happening without 
approval of the Pinelands 
Commission,” Handel says of 
the New Jersey agency that 
controls development proj¬ 
ects in the Pinelands National 
Reserve, which includes 
Atiantic City Race Course. 
“Getting approval from the 
Pinelands Commission was 
probably the most difficult 
thing we had to do among 
the many things we have to 
do and there are more rounds 
to go, but the fact that we’re 
through the first few rounds 
is very encouraging. We are 
encouraged that we will be 
able to go forward.” 

Because Handel has no 
idea when aU the various 
approvals needed will be 
received, he does not know 
when a new Atlantic City race 
track can open, but speculated 
that 2009 might be a realistic 
goal. 

Since Garden State closed 
in 2001, New Jersey has been 
without a five spring meet, 
save for the few days held at 
Atlantic City. Sixteen days at 
a new Atlantic City may not 
seem like much, but it still 
represents more opportunities 
to race, something that most 
beheve New Jersey horsemen 
desperately need. ^ 
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Monmouth Park, always elegant, received a $30 million facelift to prepare 
for Its role as host of this year’s Breeders’ Cup races on October 26 and 27. 

Might the Meadowlands drop 
Thoroughbred racing, making 
the season even shorter than 
it is now? That possibility 
never seems to go away. 


oper intent on building still 
another condo complex. 

“Fm going to be here till 
they close the doors of the last 
race track, and I don’t think 
that’s going to happen,” says 
Jennings, who has added stal¬ 
lions Capture the Gold, Hit the 
Trail, Iron Deputy and Crafty 
Friend to his roster since 2005. 
‘d’m not going to worry about 
10 years from now. I’m too 
busy to worry about that. But, 
we do need a long-term plan. 
It’s tough because there are 
so many people in the state 


who control our future. But no 
matter what, I still think New 
Jersey is the place to be.” 

Not everyone feels that way, 
at least when it comes to race 
track executives. The state’s 
industry lost two of its most 
respected figures in recent 
months. First, Chris McErlean, 
vice-president of racing opera¬ 
tions with the NJSEA, resigned 
in January to join Penn National 
Gaming Inc. as its vice-presi¬ 
dent of racing. McErlean is a 
hands-on executive who was 
instrumental in the day-to-day 


operation of the Meadowlands. 
Some three months later. Art 
Winkler, the chief operat¬ 
ing officer for the NJSEA, 
announced that he was leaving 
his position for the private sec¬ 
tor. Through mid-March, nei¬ 
ther position had been filled, 
leaving a vacuum at the top at 
a particularly bad time consid¬ 
ering the work that stiU needs 
to be done to prepare for the 
Breeders’ Cup. 

‘‘Chris will be missed, how¬ 
ever his role at Monmouth was 
supervisory, and Bob KuHna 
and staff handle the day-to- 
day doings,” Dowd says. “I will 
be more active there now but 
have confidence that things will 
continue to go smoothly. At 
the Meadowlands, there are no 
current plans to replace Chris; 
all of us here are absorbing 
his duties. The Breeders’ Cup 
will be personally overseen by 
myself and Bob KuHna. We 
both started in racing on the 
backs tretch of Monmouth 
over 40 years ago, and we wiU 
be assisted by staff and con¬ 
sultants.” 

It may be that no impor¬ 
tant personnel decisions wiU 


be made at the two major New 
Jersey Thoroughbred tracks 
until a new head of the NJSEA 
is named. In February, NJSEA 
president George Zoffinger 
announced that he would 
resign. The move came amid 
allegations that Zoffinger com¬ 
mitted an ethical lapse when 
fading to recuse himself from a 
vote to retain a law firm where 
his son works. His successor 
has yet to be named. 

KuHna and Dowd are more 
than capable, and the October 
26 and 27 Breeders’ Cup should 
go off without a hitch. Four 
days later, racing wiU return 
to the Meadowlands, where 
Thoroughbred racing seems to 
be less and less relevant aU the 
time. That raises stiU another 
fear—^with only 124 Thorough¬ 
bred dates available in 2007, 
might the Meadowlands drop 
Thoroughbred racing, making 
the season even shorter than it 
is now? That possibiHty never 
seems to go away. 

“I happen to be in the 
minority on that issue,” KuHna 
says. “With the new distribution 
systems of OTWs, Internet 
wagering, TVG, I think there 
is a major need for a quaHty 
nighttime product. If, and this 
is an if, you can produce that 
top-level nighttime product I 
think there is a big market out 
there for it, especiaUy in the 
East. Can we puU it off with 
the way everything has gone? 
That’s another issue. But I am 
reluctant to walk away from 
that market. We just need to 
do a better job as far as putting 
our best foot forward at the 
Meadowlands.” 

In the meantime, open¬ 
ing day at Monmouth is right 
around the corner and nearly 
everyone seems to be looking 
forward to what is sure to be 
one of the most memorable 
meets in the venerable track’s 
history. The big day will be 
October 27, Breeders’ Cup 
Day. But October 28 may be 
just as significant. SymboHcaUy, 
at least, it wiU mark the begin¬ 
ning of a new chapter in New 
Jersey racing. And what wiU 
that mean? WiU it be good, bad 
or even disastrous? No one is 
quite sure. ^

EMO Stables 
strikes upon lode 
of steeplechase 
converts

Ian Goldberg doesn't 
train jumpers, but he 
apparentiy knows one 
when he sees one. The New 
Jersey-based trainer has sold 
three steeplechase prospects to 
EMO Stables and trainer Doug 
Fout. All three are winners, and 
two are stakes winners of more 
than $100,000 each. 

‘T know enough to see 
which ones might make it, and 


go from there," Goldberg said 
when asked about his steeple¬ 
chase background. “I try not to 
show them the sprinters—^put 
it that way." 

The latest stakes-winning 
pupil to graduate from the 
Colts Neck farm of Goldberg 
and Jayeff B Stable, 5-year-old 
Orison, won the $75,000 Caro- 
hna Cup-NSA2 at Camden, 
S.C., on March 31. The first 


leg of the Steeplechase Triple 
Crown, restricted to first and 
second-year jumpers, meant a 
$45,000 payday for a horse who 
made his last flat start for a 
$40,000 claiming price. 

‘‘He could gallop in 13s aU 
day long when I had him, but 
that's about as fast he could go," 
said Goldberg. “The mother 
[Sazarac Jazz] could go one 
and a quarter miles. If they're 
not going to get better and go 
on and do something for us, it's 
better to sell them. They get a 
good home and a chance to do 
something different." 

Orison joined Racey 
Dreamer, who won his first 
four starts (including two 
stakes) in 2004. Racey Dreamer 
has not lost over jumps, but 
also hasn't run since that 2004 
season thanks to a tendon 
injury—though he is on the 
verge of a 2007 comeback. The 
most recent purchase, Socca 
Beat (Chi), broke his hurdle 
maiden (in his first start) at 
Stoneybrook, N.C., on April 
7. Fout met Goldberg through

New Jersey horseman Oliver 
Keelan, and considers the rela¬ 
tionship a key to success. 

“I hke the types of horses 
he has and he's a private trainer, 
so I don't think the horses are 
as worn out as they can be at 
the race track with a pubhc 
trainer," said Fout. “We've been 
lucky, but each one of those 
horses just needed a different 
job, that's all. They are all ath¬ 
letic and they've all got some 
pedigree. They weren't going 
any higher on the flat, so it's a 
good avenue for Qayeff B and 
Goldberg] too." 

Owner Ernie Oare, whose 
EMO Stables has been a part 
of steeplechasing for decades, 
obviously likes the results—and 
appreciates Goldberg's efforts. 

“We don't have that big a 
playing field in steeplechasing 
so it's good to have a relation¬ 
ship like this one," said Oare. 
“The connection has been 
great for both of us." 

The highhght of the 
National Steeplechase Associ¬ 
ation's first month, the Carolina 
Cup lured a balanced field of 
six novice steeplechasers. The 
first and second-year hurdlers 
put on a show for the usual 
throng of college students and 
other Cup fans in attendance, 
with five horses thinking about 
a win at the top of the stretch. 

Quern Se Atreve (Brz) 
gripped (barely) the lead. Rare 
Bush threatened on the out¬ 
side. To his right. Gliding (NZ) 
loomed boldly. Behind them. 
Orison put his best stride to 
work and Sovereign Duty 
looked for precious running 
room. 

Quern Se Atreve fell at the 
last and Rare Bush drifted 
shghtly to the outside while tak¬ 
ing the lead—opening a hole 
for Orison, who dove through 
and went on to win by a neck 
over Rare Bush with Ghding 
and Sovereign Duty in a dead 
heat for third, one and a quar¬ 
ter lengths behind the winner. 
Orison covered the two and 
one-eighth miles in 4:03%. 

McCarron paid credit to 
fortune—and a game horse. 
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‘‘Luck, really and truly, made 
a difference,” said McCarron. 
“His running style isn’t to come 
from last, and at one point we 
were last so I was very worried. 
We were just getting run off 
our feet early on. My horse got 
a great look at the last fence, 
met it just right, and ght and 
determination got him home.” 

Fout pointed to his horse’s 
improvement from a 2006 sea¬ 
son that included two wins, 
two seconds and three thirds in 
seven starts. The rookie season 
was good, but could have been 
better. Several narrow defeats 
and a poor attitude had Fout 
questioning his horse. 

“I told you a couple of 
times last year he was a better 
horse than he showed,” said 
the trainer, whose growing sta¬ 
ble includes bases in Virginia, 
Fair Hill, Md., and Camden, 
S.C. “He was very mean when 
we got him; he would get you 
in the stall, bend you over and 
cow kick you and bite you all 
at the same time. If you tried 
to make him do something, he 
would do the opposite just to 
show you that he could.” 

The 2007 Orison might be 
“10 lengths better,” according 
to Fout. “Over the last three 
or four months, he’s grown up 
and matured and he wants to 
try—he Hkes what he’s doing 
now. If he hadn’t tried today he 
wasn’t going to win that race.” 

Bred for big things. Orison, 
by Pulpit, was the first foal 
from multiple stakes winner 
Sazarac Ja 22 , a daughter of 
Dixieland Band who placed 
in three Grade 3 stakes and 
earned $298,837 on the flat. 
Orison is the only foal to race 
for the mare, who died in 2005 
after producing an Aldebaran 
fiUy. Consigned to Fasig-Tip- 
ton Saratoga as a yearling in 
2003, Orison topped out at 
$240,000 but was returned to 
his breeder, Jayeff B. He lost 
all six flat starts, his best effort 
being a second for a $40,000 
claiming price in August 2005, 
and was sold to Fout as part of 
some winter housecleaning by 
Jayeff B. 


STAKES HORSES 
GET BACK TO 
WORK 

Early stakes winners Riddle 
and Paradise’s Boss showcased 
the resihency of the Thor¬ 
oughbred by getting off the 
injury bench to win at Litde 
Everglades and Aiken, respec¬ 
tively. 

High Hope S tables’s Riddle, 
once part of Graham Motion’s 
flat stable, returned from a 
16-month layoff to win the 
$40,000 Founders’ Cup in the 
season opener at Little Ever¬ 
glades on March 11. Now 
trained in South Carolina by 
Arch Kingsley, Riddle won 
three of his first four jump 
starts in 2005, but fracmred 
the accessory carpal bone in his 
right knee in a fall late that year. 
Initially thought to be career- 
threatening, the injury healed 
with time—^lots of time—and 
Riddle went back to work. 

“The prognosis was grim 
when it first happened, but 
the more people I talked to 
the more common it seemed,” 
said Kingsley, a former cham¬ 
pion jump jockey. “There have 
been horses come back from 
this injury and be okay. It’s a 
non-weight-bearing bone, and 
it’s really just the comphca- 
tions it can spark that are the 
concern.” 

Riddle overcame all that, 
and hinted at bigger things 
with the tour around Litde 
Everglades in Dade City, Fla. 
The 6-year-old Kenmcky-bred 
kicked clear late to win by four 
and a quarter lengths in 3:38Vs 
for the two and an eighth miles. 
Chivite (Ire), second in the 2006 
Breeders’ Cup Grand National- 
NSAl, finished second with 
Toughkenamon third. 

“He ran huge and I don’t 
think he made one mistake out 
there,” said jockey Jody Petty. 
“He came up that hill like a 
good horse. He’s made one 
mistake in his hfe and it was 
a big mistake, but the best of 
them have fallen. Name one 
horse that hasn’t. They’ve all

done it. If he keeps going on 
the road he’s on, who knows 
how good he can be.” 

Riddle might know. He 
defeated 2006 novice star Top 
of the Bin late in 2005 and was 
well on his way before falling at 
the Colonial Cup meet at the 
end of that season. 

“He’s been doing everything 
right, and doing it easily,” said 
Kingsley. “He was agreeable to 


laying up in the stall, loved the 
idea of going back to work. 
He’s been a model citi 2 en in 
every way. He does everything 
you want of him and he does 
it to the best of his abilities, 
which aren’t too shabby.” 

Riddle races for a multi-part¬ 
ner group run by Bill Price, 
chairman of the Queen’s Cup 
Steeplechase near Charlotte, 
N.C. The stable includes Price 
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fEilTDIO

and his wife Carrington, George 
and Sue Sensor, Bob and 
Sharon Blanchard, and Joe and 
Melissa Blanchard. 


Two weeks after Litde Ever¬ 
glades, the story was nearly the 
same as Ann and Henry Stern’s 
Paradise’s Boss made his first 


start since September 2005 in 
the $40,000 Imperial Cup at 
Aiken, S.C. The 7-year-old, 
trained in Maryland by Jack 
Fisher, looked as good as ever 
—taking over from stablemate 
Mark the Shark and drawing 
off late to win by three lengths 
over Niello, with River Bed 
third. 

‘‘He needed the race; he 
had been off for more than a 
year and a half,” said Fisher, 
whose horse looked anything 
but rusty. Novice champion 
of 2004, Paradise’s Boss won 
three stakes in 2005 (including 
I the Grade 2 A.P Smithwick 
i at Saratoga) but went to the 
§ bench with a bowed tendon. 

The flashy bay, hke Orison 
bought off the New Jersey flat 
circuit, won for the eighth time 
over jumps and boosted his 
career steeplechase earnings to 
$280,000. 
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SWIMMING IN A 
NEW RIVER 

Unlike Jayeff B, New Jersey 
owner/breeders Monica and 
John Ryan kept their steeple¬ 
chase prospect. 

Five-year-old homebred 
Swimming River rewarded 
them with a maiden hurdle win 
at Little Everglades. Swimming 
River fought with the starting 
gate as a flat horse and turned 
to jump racing on the advice of 
trainer Ned Allard. 

“He looks hke a steeple¬ 
chaser and you won’t have to 
worry about the gate there,” 
Allard told the Ryans. “I hear 
there’s a very good trainer but 
I don’t know him. His name 
is Paul.” 

Paul was Paul Rowland, a 
Pennsylvania-based trainer with 
a reputation for deahng with 
problem patients, including 
multiple stakes winner Preemp¬ 
tive Strike. Rowland isn’t all 
about head cases, but he fixed 
Swimming River’s problems 
and aimed for a steeplechase 
career that began last faU. The 
son of The Wicked North fin¬ 
ished second in his jump debut 


in October, and was even bet- 
terin the Florida win. Swimming 
River took over with a circuit 
remaining, and turned aside aU 
comers while winning by two 
and a quarter lengths. 

The Ryans, who race under 
the name Long Lane Farm, 
smiled at the reversal of for¬ 
tune. 

“He was on the flat in July 
embarrassing us and then he 
ran over jumps last fall,” said 
John. “It’s a good story for the 
horse because he really looks 
hke he enjoys it.” 

Rowland echoed that senti¬ 
ment. 

“Any time a horse has prob¬ 
lems in the gate, they’re not 
happy about something,” said 
the trainer, who worked for 
Michael Dickinson several years 
ago. “We started jumping him 
and he got better—he’s the 
happiest horse in the world 
now.” 


NOTES 

Under the leadership of 
NS A president Franny Abbott 
and vice-president Guy Torsi- 
heri, steeplechasing is promot¬ 
ing its position in the Thor¬ 
oughbred world—and with 
examples such as the Ryans and 
Jayeff B there is plenty of 
potential. Abbott and Torsiheri 
met with Breeders’ Cup execu¬ 
tives in March, and the Breeders’ 
Cup win push the slogan “Stee¬ 
plechase—^where Thorough¬ 
breds run and jump”. . . Sum¬ 
mer steeplechasing will remrn 
to Colonial Downs, Philadel¬ 
phia Park and Saratoga in 2007. 
The Philadelphia Park race, the 
$50,000 Flatterer Stakes for 
Pennsylvania-breds, will be part 
of Pennsylvania’s Day at the 
Races program on July 28. . . 
Old pro Water Hunter (GB) 
won the $25,000 allowance fea¬ 
ture at the Stoneybrook Steeple¬ 
chase in Raeford, N.C., on April 
7. Dale Thiel’s 10-year-old 
English import easily handled 
five younger rivals, drawing off 
late to win by seven lengths for 
trainer Toby Edwards. ^

Christmas Kid: 
a gifted filiy who 
wasn’t packaged to seii 



E dward P. Evans, proprie¬ 
tor of Spring Hill Farm 
in Casanova, Va., is best 
known for breeding and selling 
such stars as 2005 Horse of 
the Year Saint Liam and Grade 
1 winner Yonaguska. 

But Spring Hill, which main¬ 
tains a band of approximately 
80 high-class broodmares, is 
not primarily a commercial 
breeder. 

One difference between 
Spring Hill and many commer¬ 
cial operations is that Evans 
and his staff do not plan mat¬ 
ings with the sales ring in mind. 
Instead, explained farm man¬ 
ager Chris Baker, ‘We are plan¬ 
ning a mating that we believe 
wQl produce a race horse.’’ 


The most vigorous and 
commercial individuals go to 
the sales, and Evans races the 
remainder. 

Some of the families that 
Evans has collected in his years 
of racing and breeding are very 
successful without being par¬ 
ticularly commercial. The fam¬ 
ily of Evans’s current standout 
3-year-old fiUy Christmas Kid 
is one of these. 

Christmas Kid (Lemon 
Drop Kid—Christmas Gift, by 
Green Desert) won her first 
two starts of the season—the 
Tropical Park Oaks (at a mile 
and a sixteenth on the turf, 
on January 1 at Calder) and 
Grade 2 Davona Dale Stakes 
(at a mile on the main track, 
on February 10 at Gulfstream 


Park), and then finished sec¬ 
ond in Gulfstream’s March 10 
Bonnie Miss Stakes-G2. In 
her first six starts, she earned 
$216,587. 

Christmas Kid comes from 
a classy family. But while the 
sales market tends to prefer 
growthy—even overgrown— 
yearhngs with tremendous sub¬ 
stance, her family tends more 
toward refinement. 

Baker said that in physi¬ 
cal type, Christmas Kid’s dam, 
Christmas Gift, is “very nice and 
athletic, similar to Christmas 
Kid.” He described the mare, 
who is under 16 hands, as mus¬ 
cular and well-balanced, fairly 
lightly made and possessing a 
lot of quality. 


This is the typey, medium- 
sEed sort of athletic animal 
many breeders preferred before 
the emphasis on producing 
yearlings for the commercial 
market began to affect the type 
of young horses being bred 
and offered for sale. 

Evans has been breeding and 
racing members of Christmas 
Kid’s family for more than a 
decade. He bought Christmas 
Gift for $230,000 at the 1993 
Keeneland September Yearhng 
sale and campaigned her to 
win or place in nine stakes, all 
on the turf, including Grade 3 
victories in the Boihng Springs 
and Beaugay Handicaps. 

In the fall of 1994, with 
Christmas Gift having already 
won a small stakes as a 2- 
year-old, Evans purchased her 
dam, the Key to the Mint mare 
Christmas Bonus. In foal to 
Storm Cat’s sire Storm Bird, 
16-year-old Christmas Bonus 
cost $500,000 at the Keeneland 
November sale. 

Christmas Bonus had pro¬ 
duced three stakes winners at 
the time of her purchase, all by 
Northern Dancer-Hne stallions. 

Both of Christmas Bonus’s 
stakes-winning filhes are 
now stakes producers. Prior 
to Christmas Gift came the 
El Gran Senor mare Bright 
Candles. 

Winner of a pair of minor 
stakes. Bright Candles also 
placed in six graded stakes, 
including a second in the Santa 
Anita Oaks-Gl and thirds in 
the Kentucky Oaks-Gl and 
Las Virgenes Stakes-Gl. So the 
class and abihty were there. 

Sent to smd. Bright Candles 
proved a potent force as a 
producer. Both of her stakes- 
winning sons. Grand Slam and 
Lees town, have become major 
sires. 

Lees town is the leading sire 
in Louisiana and, at the time 
of writing, ranked 20th nation¬ 
ally by North American earn¬ 
ings. The son of Seattle Slew 
gets racers who have speed and 
carry it well. Like their sire, they 
tend to have good si 2 e, but they 
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Blushing Groom (Fr)—Disconiz, by Northern Dancer 

G1 stakes winner at 2 and sire of 19 stakes horses competing around the world, 
including champions ROMANONO (in Panama) and Kalaf (in Austria), 
Hollywood Park track record-setter Dig for It ($543,618, Gl-placed), etc. 

Sire of 13 $100,000-plus earners, five over $200,000.

also possess quality and very 
good balance. 

Of the pair, Grand Slam is 
better known. As a race horse, 
he was a championship con¬ 
tender, winning twice at the 
Grade 1 level, as well as fin¬ 
ishing second in the Breeders’ 
Cup Sprint-Gl. 

At stud. Grand Slam has 
been represented by the Hkes 
of Breeders’ Cup Sprint-Gl 
winner Cajun Beat and the 
young stallions Strong Hope 
and Limehouse. This year, 
through early April, he ranked 
12th on the general sire list by 
North American earnings. 

In some intriguing aspects, 
however. Grand Slam differs 
from his outstanding relatives. 
He is both taller and heavier 
and, overall, a more commer¬ 
cial specimen. In this regard, he 
is an exception to the general 
tendency of his female family, 
although not atypical from the 
best commercial type of his 
famous sire, the highly success¬ 


ful Mr. Prospector horse Gone 
West. 

As further evidence of this. 
Baker said that Spring HiU uses 
Grand Slam ‘To put si 2 e into 
some mares.” 

If Evans were enamored 
with close inbreeding, he could 
certainly try it with this family, 
which has shown such positive 
response to mating with the 
Northern Dancer Hne. Evans 
has already tried relatively 
remote inbreeding to Northern 
Dancer with Christmas Gift, 
when breeding her to his 
grandsons Deputy Minister 
and Theatrical (Ire). 

Neither mating was a suc¬ 
cess, and the challenge with 
this family is clearly to retain 
the best quahties of speed and 
refinement without going to a 
stallion of such a different type 
that the offspring is neither fish 
nor fowl. 

Instead, the typical approach 
with Christmas Gift has been 
to mate her with a stallion from 


the Mr. Prospector Hne, and 
indeed, the mare’s best racer 
prior to Christmas Kid was 
Gone for Christmas, a daugh¬ 
ter of Gone West who won 
two of nine starts and earned 
$73,670. 

Christmas Kid’s sire, cham¬ 
pion Lemon Drop Kid, a clas¬ 
sic-winning son of the Mr. 
Prospector stallion King- 
mambo and a major winner 
every year he raced, is a good- 
sHed (16.2-hand), rangy horse 
who had good speed at 2 and 
elements for quaHty in his pedi¬ 
gree. In particular. Lemon 
Drop Kid has both Northern 
Dancer (through Nureyev) and 
Buckpasser (through his splen¬ 
did daughter Lassie Dear). 

Another fascinating match 
with Christmas Gift was Gone 
West’s son Elusive QuaHty, the 
sire of classic winner Smarty 
Jones. Elusive QuaHty also 
brings in a cross of Northern 
Dancer (through his dam sire 
Hero’s Honor), as weU as con- 
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siderable extra si 2 e (he stands 
16.2 hands) and substance. 

The result of this match is 
current 2-year-old colt Elusive 
Gift, whom Evans intends to 
race. 

From the standpoint of 
adding powerful inbreeding 
elements, it would be fascinat¬ 
ing to mate Christmas Gift to 
Grand Slam. Such a mating 
would return the successful 
influences of Gone West, 
Northern Dancer, Bold Ruler 
and Buckpasser, and it would 
also provide close inbreeding 
3x2 to Christmas Bonus, which 
doubles up on the exceptional 
female family of Real DeHght 
(Christmas Bonus’s third dam). 

Inbreeding, however, is not 
the keystone of the breed¬ 
ing program at Spring HiU, 
which focuses on quaHty and 
proven production capacity. In 
addition to breeding to such 
Kentucky stalHons as Gone 
West and his top sons. Spring 
Hill also patroni 2 es proven pre¬ 
mium sires. 

Baker said, “We have three 
mares going to Quiet American 
[broodmare sire of Saint Liam]. 
Mr. Evans has used him in the 
past, and we have used him a 
Httle more the past couple of 
years. We also have one going 
to Bernardini, one to A.P. Indy, 
three to Distorted Humor, two 
to Giant’s Causeway and five to 
Smart Strike.” 

The farm broodmares also 
have been bred to Maryland 
stalHons, such as Seeking Day- 
Hght, whom Evans raced and 
in whom he stiU owns a signifi¬ 
cant interest. 

Christmas Gift foaled a bay 
colt by Mr. Greeley (another 
son of Gone West) on January 
23 and is booked back to 
Lemon Drop Kid in hopes 
of producing a fuU sibHng to 
Christmas Kid. 

Christmas Bonus died at 
Spring HiU in August 2004 at 
the age of 26. But Spring HiU’s 
branch of the famUy has much 
more room to grow, with two 
other daughters as well as two 
granddaughters of the stellar 
mare in production. ^ 
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"The early success blossomed quickly, and progeny 
of the stallions standing at Empire Stud averaged 
earnings of $24,013 per starter, best in the state."

I t’s been a while since the 
formidable Maryland-based 
combo of owner/breeder 
Robert Meyerhoff and trainer 
Dickie Small have traveled the 
Triple Crown trail. But they 
found themselves with a live 
prospect when Etude saun¬ 
tered home in the Private 
Terms Stakes on March 24, for 
his third win in a row since the 
addition of bhnkers. 

Ridden by Luis Garcia, the 
homebred scored by five and 
three-quarters yawning lengths 
over Saratoga Lulaby and Not 
for Money and covered the 
mile in 1:37.97. 

After the Private Terms, 
Meyerhoff supplemented his 
impressive-looking colt to the 
Triple Crown at a cost of 
$6,000. The win pushed Etude’s 
career mark to three wins and 
three seconds and earnings of 
$102,240 from six starts. The 
Private Terms was his first 
stakes try. 

Etude is building on more 
than two decades of breed¬ 
ing success for Meyerhoff, who 
bred and raced both his sire. 
Include, and grandsire. Broad 
Brush, to win Grade 1 stakes 
and earn millions. Broad Brush, 
who went on to be a nation¬ 
ally leading sire, finished third 
in the 1986 Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness. Etude’s female 
family adds strength as well— 
his dam. Groovy Feehng (by 
Groovy), has produced Grade 
2-placed runners Rosthern (by 
Broad Brush, and thus a three 
quarter-brother to Etude) and 
Take a Check. 

Three of the best 3-year- 
old fillies in Maryland clashed

inside the furlong pole of the 
Smart Halo Stakes on March 
31. Morris Bailey’s Laila’s 
Punch, trained by Eddie 
Gaudet, eked out the victory 


by a head over Paying Off, with 
another nose back to Now It 
Begins. The latter, owned by 
Larry Johnson and trained by 
Michael Trombetta, was mak¬ 


ing just her second career start. 
The first and third-placed fin¬ 
ishers are both daughters of 
Maryland sire Two Punch. 

The only open stakes winner 
in the field, Laila’s Punch went 
off as the sHght favorite in the 
six-furlong stakes and made it 
stand up with a sustained rally 
from well off the pace. 

Laila’s Punch, bred in Mary¬ 
land by New Jersey-based 
horseman Dennis Dra 2 in, 
was purchased by Bailey for 
$80,000 at the 2005 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearhng sale. She is named 
after Laila AH, the women’s 
boxing champion and daughter 
of Mohammed AH. 

In five career starts, Laila’s 
Punch has won two unrestrict¬ 
ed stakes and finished second 
in another, aU at Laurel. She 
overwhelmed the opposition 
while capturing the five and a 
half-furlong Marshua Stakes on 
January 6 and was runner-up 
to Bare Dancer in the one- 
mile Wide Country Stakes on 
February 10. Her earnings total 
$143,100. 

When in doubt, come home. 
That’s exactly what trainer 
Michael Trombetta did with his 
big horse, Sweetnorthern¬ 
saint, who got back on the win¬ 
ning track with an easy victory 
in the HarrisonE. JohnsonMem- 
orial Handicap on March 17. 

Sent off as the 1-9 favor¬ 
ite and toting top weight of 
123 pounds, from six to nine 
pounds more than his four 
rivals, the 4-year-old left noth¬ 
ing in doubt as he cruised to 
a four-length win for own¬ 
ers Joseph Balsamo and Ted 
Theos. Ridden by Mario Pino, 
Sweetnorthernsaint complet¬ 
ed the mile and an eighth in 
1:51.37 over a muddy track. 

The son of Sweetsouthern- 
saint was second in last year’s 
Preakness, after finishing out 
of the money as post-time 
favorite in the Kentucky Derby. 
Trombetta opted to go to 
Florida with the potential top 
handicapper but things went 
awry with a third in the Hal’s 
Hope Handicap-G3 and an 
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over-before-it-started result in 
the Sunshine Millions Classic, 
in which Sweetnorthernsaint 
broke from the no man’s land 
of Gulfstream’s outside post 

On March 30, Edward Selt- 
2 er’s It’s True Love capital- 
i 2 ed on a rare week-day over¬ 
night stakes. The Winter Blues 
Overnight Stakes was her third 
victory since trainer Rodney 
Jenkins switched the daughter 
of Yes It’s True back to the dirt 

The Florida-bred wasn’t too 
bad on the turf, breaking her 
maiden and never missing a 
check in five starts. When a 
November 15 allowance race 
washed off the green, Jenkins 
stayed in, and It’s True Love 
paid him back with a 12 y 2 - 
length score. Since then, she’s 
won an allowance race and 
finished second in the Nellie 
Morse and Maryland Racing 
Media Association Handicap, 
both to hard-hitting Lexi Star. 
The latter skipped the $55,000 
Winter Blues. It’s True Love 
tracked the pace before clawing 
to a length and a quarter win 
over late closer Take a Check, 
with Katie’s Love third. 

The first turf race of the 
season was run as the finale 
on the March 31 card. A field 
of 13 fined up in the one-mile 
turf allowance, which was also 
the first leg of the national 
Magna 5 wager. Init to Winit 
Racing Stable’s Classy and Fast, 
from the barn of Ben Feliciano, 
2 ipped to the front, lost the 
lead in the stretch, then fought 
back to win by a half-length 
over Power Du Jour. 

L R M Stable’s My Crusa¬ 
der won his mrf debut, a 
maiden special on April 1, for 
trainer Vince Moscarelfi. The 


Maryland-bred gelding by Lion 
Hearted scored by a half-length 
over Royal Rascal. Sporting 
three prior starts, all off-the- 
board finishes on the main 
track. My Crusader rewarded 
the few in the crowd who 
thought, ‘hmm, first-time turf,’ 
with a $59.60 mutuel payoff. 

‘We were very hopeful 
because he’s a big, long-strid¬ 
ing horse and all his exercise 
riders said he loved the grass,” 
Moscarelfi said. “The key to 
the race was his mental state; 
he finally woke up. Any owner 
and trainer likes to run on the 
grass, so we took a shot and he 
showed us what he was capable 
of doing.” 

My Crusader is a family 
horse, bred by the Moscarelfi 
family’s Country Roads and 
owned by Vince’s sister, Lisa, 
and her husband. Matt Richter. 

“Mom [Su 2 anne Moscarelfi] 
bred him and always related 
him to Heartfight No. One,” 
Moscarelfi said, referring to the 
1983 Eclipse Award-winning 
3-year-old fiUy the MoscareUis 
raised for famed songwriter 
and composer Burt Bacharach. 
My Crusader is a grandson of 
the champion. 

“Those are big shoes to 
fill, but we’U see. Mom’s been 
around a long time and seen 
a lot of horses. It was a very 
pleasant surprise, but if you 
talked to Mom, she would 
probably say ‘I told you so.’ ” 

Trainer Anthony Wise woke 
up on April Fool’s Day and 
came up with the ultimate trick. 
The trainer sneaked Golden 
Po past bettors for a stunner in 
a $7,500 claimer. An upset wor¬ 
thy of April Fool’s. The 6-year- 
old mare paid $157.80 with a 


six and a quarter-length rout 
under jockey Santos Chave 2 . 
Owned by T-Bone Stable, 
Golden Po hadn’t run since 
May 2006 and entered with a 
two-for-42 career mark. Had to 
be the calendar. 

Trainer Barclay Tagg con¬ 
tinued the promising campaign 
of Robert S. Evans’s homebred 
Hot Property with a first-level 
allowance score on April 1. 

The 4-year-old daughter of 
Thunder Gulch rallied to win by 
a length and a quarter. Making 
just her third career start. Hot 
Property handled her five more 
experienced rivals (each had 
made at least 18 career starts) 
and promised bigger things 
down the road. 

Trained at Fair Hill Training 
Center, Hot Property didn’t 
make her career debut—which 
she won—^until January. The 
ninth foal from the Proud Truth 
mare Sunyata, the Kentucky- 
bred is a half-sister to Grade 2 
winner New Economy. 

Max Pearson’s Maryland 
homebred Papa’s Girl wired 
12 rivals in a five-furlong turf 
allowance on April 1. Trained 
by Robert Balles and ridden by 
apprentice Malcolm Franklin, 
the daughter of Not For Love 
scored by a length. 

Papa’s Girl made three starts 
on the turf at Colonial Downs 
last summer. She wasn’t able 
to hold on to big leads when 
going a mile, but the 4-year-old 
filly relished her return to the 
turf and the cutback to five 
furlongs, to produce her third 
career victory from 18 starts. 

Fair Hill-based trainer 
Michael McCarthy unveiled 
first-time starter Lisa’s Night 
Out to win a maiden special 


SEEGER HITS 
1,000-WIN 
MILESTONE AT 
PHILADELHIA 
PARK

N early 20 years after he 
first began training at 
Philadelphia Park with a 
modest stable, Robert Seeger 
achieved a career milestone at 
this track, saddling his 1,000th 
winner on March 27. 

Seeger, who races his own 
stock under the Plumstead 
Stables banner and also trains 


a limited amount of horses 
for other clients, tightened the 
girth on Sambumbe (Chi) in 
the day’s finale to hit the magic 
number. 

“When you’ve been in the 
business as long as I have,” said 
Seeger, “you learn what works 
and what doesn’t. I’d like to 
think that over the years I’ve 


on March 29. Owned by Wild 
Flower Inc., the 3-year-old 
daughter of Outflanker sport¬ 
ed seven published bree 2 es, 
including two road trips to 
Laurel. The preps did the trick, 
as the bay fiUy was outfooted 
early before using every yard 
of the five and a half fur¬ 
longs to nail fellow first-timer 
Moviemaker by a nose. 

Owner Jaclyn Georgios 
Stables and trainer Chris Bou- 
roudis doubled on the March

at Penn National, Bouroudis 
sent out 6-year-old Georgios 
B. to break his maiden in his 
20th start, and watched Chris’s 
Prospect snap a nine-race los¬ 
ing streak. The 120-mile trip 
from Penn National couped 
$19,380 in purse money. 

Sheila Williams’s homebred 
Manset picked up his second 
career victory with an allowance 
score on March 23. Trained by 
Dr. John R.S. Fisher, Manset 
puUed a mild upset over Illusive 
Guy and Phantastic Peace. 
Horacio Karamanos rode the 
4-year-old gelded son of Not 
For Love. 

Manset is the seventh win¬ 
ner produced by Williams’s 17- 
year-old Smarten mare Smart¬ 
est. Out of Trouver (by Buck- 
finder), Smartest has produced 
an eclectic array of horses, 
including two-time stakes win¬ 
ner and Maryland Million Oaks 
runner-up Brig, steeplechase 
stakes winner Sailmaker, and 
timber winner Kebo Valley. ^ 


developed a philosophy about 
the way I conduct my business 
and you can only hope that phi¬ 
losophy is a winning one.” 

Seeger breeds, breaks and 
races many homebreds, and he 
is also active at the claim box. 
Last year, he was Philadelphia 
Park’s leading trainer by money 
won and also gained fame as 
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Robert Seeger was all smiles 
after Sambumbe (Chi) gave 
him credit for his 1,000th win. 


the conditioner of Stringtown 
Wonder, who was the nation’s 
winningest horse in 2006. 


The gelding won 12 of 15 
starts from January through 
December, earning $111,875. 
Stringtown Wonder was hon¬ 
ored by the Pennsylvania 
Thoroughbred Horseman’s 
Association (PTHA) as its 
Horse of the Year. 

Another horse trained by 
Seeger, Plum stead’s Chase 
the Line, was honored by the 
PTHA as last year’s top 3-year- 
old colt or gelding. 

Fox Hill Farms Inc.’s Just 
Sailing, a 4-year-old daughter 
of Cat Thief, had a big payday 
on March 10 when she bree 2 ed 
home by nearly six lengths in a 
$30,276 allowance under jockey 
Rodrigo Madrigal Jr. 

It was an impressive per¬ 
formance by Just Sailing, who 
is trained by Steve Mick. She 
grabbed the lead at the break, 
maintained a length advantage 
through the first half mde of 


the six and a half-furlong con¬ 
test, and then opened up in 
midstretch by nearly four and 
cruised under the wire with lit¬ 
tle urging from Madrigal. The 
time was 1:16.34. 

Just Sailing made her first 
start for Mick on November 
6, 2006, after coming off a 
last-place finish on the grass at 
Belmont Park on September 8. 
She took four tries to win her 
first race under his care. That 
came on January 13. The filly 
added another victory within 
a 17-day span, and has since 
become a force in the allow¬ 
ance ranks. 

From 13 lifetime starts, she 
has won four times and earned 
$61,683. 

“At the time Mr. Porter sent 
her to me, we thought her 
racing career might be in jeop¬ 
ardy,” said Mick, who began his 
training career at Penn National 


before coming to Philadelphia 
Park eight years ago. “But it 
turns out she just wasn’t very 
fit. As time went on, she just 
blossomed. . . she’s a filly with 
a lot of attitude and moxie, and 
the better she gets, the more 
attitude she gets.” 

Mick credits his groom, 
Frank Williams, for helping to 
get the best out of Just Sailing. 

“Frank worked for me back 
in the 1980s,” said Mick, “and 
he’s just done a wonderful job 
with Just Saihng. It really takes 
a big team effort in getting to 
the winner’s circle—there are 
no magic tricks in my book. 
We just try and do the best we 
can.” 

Mick also said he’s noticed 
that, with the increased purses 
at Philadelphia Park due to slot 
machine revenues, new owners 
as well as old ones are looking 
to invest in horseflesh. 



Tying-Up: 
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‘‘My whole career Fve been 
running for mediocre purses ” 
he said. “For the first time, ifs 
really paying off to be in this 
business, and I think ifs just the 
tip of the iceberg.’’ 

Through racing of April 11, 
Mick had won 13 of 50 starts 
for a 26 percent winning rate, 
and had an in-the-money rate 
of 41 percent. 

Veteran performer Susie’s 
Poker made the 80th start of 
his career a winning one on 
March 12, when he captured 
a one-mile claiming event for 
trainer Ramon Preciado and 
owner Victory Thoroughbreds 
LLC. In winning his 14th hfe- 
time race, the 8-year-old geld¬ 
ing boosted his earnings to 
$282,350. 

Victory Thoroughbreds, 
whichis headed by Lou Cacchio, 
had much success with Susie’s 
Poker in 2006. The son of 
Migrating Moon won aU three 
legs of the “Old Man Winter” 
starter series in January and 
February, and by early summer 
had four wins from 10 starts, 
earning $43,040. 

However, after the rigors of 
those races, Susie’s Poker began 
strugghng, and Cacchio said 
the decision was made to give 
him a rest. 

“We gave him a layoff on 
the farm after he went off form 
last summer and we brought 


him back to race at the end of 
the year,” said Cacchio. “He 
has not been anywhere near the 
same horse, but he did finally 
win [on March 12]. We’U see 
how he does in his next race 
and go from there.” 

Victory Thoroughbreds 
was honored by the PTHA 
on March 28 as the owner of 
Raging Rapids, the outstand¬ 
ing claim of the year for 2006. 
She was haltered by Victory 
Thoroughbreds for $10,000 on 
April 3, then was found to have 
difficulty breathing. 

Raging Rapids was sent to 
the New Bolton Center of the 
University of Pennsylvania and 
surgery to reheve a blocked 
airway was performed on May 
10. She remrned to the races 
on July 19, and won at first ask¬ 
ing at Monmouth Park on the 
turf, then proceeded to finish 
first or second in her next eight 
outings. 

Since the surgery, the daugh¬ 
ter of Roanoke has eight wins, 
including a score in the $50,000 
Pistol Packer Handicap at Phila¬ 
delphia Park on October 7, to 
propel her earnings to $241,578. 

A racing rarity occurred 
in the third and fourth races 
on March 27. Two horses who 
paid more than $135 for a $2 
ticket clicked in back-to-back 
events, sending handicappers’ 
heads spinning. In the third. 


the Pat Farro-trained Rymar 
came home under apprentice 
Angel Rodrigue 2 Jr. to the 
tune of $135.60, then in the 
fourth, the Diane Day-trained 
Out of Ireland won with Joe 
Hampshire Jr. in the irons and 
paid $136.80. 

Philadelphia Park’s stakes 
schedule for 2007 reflects the 
growing infusion of slots reve¬ 
nue. Most notable is the $1 mil¬ 
lion purse for the Pennsylvania 
Derby (to be run on September 
3) and the $500,000 Fit 2 Dixon 
Cotillion Handicap (September 
22). Recent additions include 
two new $100,000 events, the 
Turf Ama 2 on Handicap, for 
fillies and mares at five furlongs 
on the grass, set for May 28; 
and the Jostle Stakes, for 3- 
year-old fillies at six and a half 
furlongs on June 16. 

The burgeoning Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred stakes program 
boasts 22 events (double the 
number of state-bred stakes 
run at Philadelphia in 2006), 
with all but the steeplechase 
worth as much as $60,000.

F ormer Congressman 

Toby Roth and his wife, 
Barbara, were all smiles 
in the winner's circle after his 
newly claimed Owns the Place 
scored a frontrunning victory 
in the Charles Town feamre on 
March 22. Owns the Place, with 
Sylvester Carmouche aboard, 
set the early pace on the rail, 
drew off around the mrn, and 
stayed well ahead of the com¬ 
petition to win in hand. He 
defeated runner-up C's Victory 
by four and a quarter lengths. 

Trainer Stephanie Beattie 
haltered Owns the Place (by 
Out of Place) on Roth's behalf 
for $15,000 at Charles Town 
on January 12. After a layoff 
of shghtly more than two 
months, the 6-year-old horse 
repaid Roth's investment, earn¬ 
ing $15,600 for the win. 


A proverbial hard-trying 
claimer. Owns the Place made 
most of his earlier career in 
New York—and has to his 
credit victories at Aqueduct, 
Belmont and Saratoga. He 
came to Charles Town last 
fall under the care of trainer 
Ronney Brown, and was mak¬ 
ing his third appearance at this 
track when Roth claimed him. 
His record at Charles Town so 
far includes two wins and a sec¬ 
ond, and his lifetime earnings 
are $173,900. 

Now he is a star of Roth's 
Charles Town contingent, 
which consists of four horses 
in training with Beattie and her 
parmer, David Wells. Roth 
owns a total of 14 in train¬ 
ing—a reduction from his pre¬ 
vious level of 35. 

Despite his decreased 
numbers, Roth was among 
the nation's leading owners by 
wins for the first three months 
of the year, with seven wins 
from 18 starts—a remarkable 
39 percent win percentage. 

Roth has achieved high-pro¬ 
file success both on and off the 
race track. A Repubhcan from 
Wisconsin, he served in the 
U.S. House of Representatives 
from 1979 to 1997. 

Roth's aU-time best runner 
has been multiple stakes win¬ 
ner Sassy Hound, who earned 
the majority of his $633,578 


for Roth and gave him the first 
of two victories in Claiming 
Crown races at Canterbury 
Park while winning the 2001 
Rapid Transit Stakes; Crafty 
Schemer added the second last 
year. 

The Roths weren't the only 
folks smiling in the winner's cir¬ 
cle at Charles Town on March 
22. Trainer Edwin Tobin was 
elated when his charge Stormin 
Bull (by Storm Broker) ht up 
the tote board in the fifth race 
at odds of 42.70-1. 

Stormin Bull prompted 
the pace on the outside early, 
took the lead at the top of the 
stretch, and drew off to win by 
more than two lengths going 
seven furlongs. 

Tobin said, ‘d thought that 
he [Stormin Bull] could win this 
race, and I wasn't concerned 
about the odds. He came out 
of his last race very tired, and 
I think that happened because 
he missed a few days of train¬ 
ing due to the bad weather. 
That probably hurt his chances 
last time out. I'm really happy 
for my owner Wade Sanderson 
and his family too, and I'm 
sorry that they couldn't be here 
tonight." 

Jockey Joe Schneider was 
aboard Stormin Bull for the 
win. Stormin Bull's victory 
was Schneider's second win on 
the card. He won the previ¬ 


ous race aboard another long- 
shot, Good Time Girl, at odds 
of 14.20-1 for trainer Gerald 
(Barney) Bast. 

Apprentice Arnaldo Boca- 
chic a continues to domi¬ 
nate the jockeys' standings. 
Bocachica has more than 50 
wins this year, and is scoring at 
a 20 percent chp. He had mul¬ 
tiple win days on eight of the 
17 cards run at Charles Town 
in March. The apprentice cred¬ 
its his success to hard work and 
to his mentor, friend and agent 
Gersom Rodriguez. 

Trainer Ronnie KHne Jr. 
started four horses at Charles 
Town on the first day of April, 
and came close to a clean sweep 
with the foursome owned by 
Reid Nagle's Big Lick Farm. 

After first-time winner 
Raise a Signal led every step 
of the way to take the first race 
by five lengths, Kline sent out 
Cured, who pressed the pace 
all the way in the second race, 
running a game second. In the 
eighth race, the KHne trainee 
Nittygritydirtbear was runner- 
up to the always tough Star of 
Florida. Kline made another 
trip to the winner's circle in the 
last race after the hard-hitting 
Liquid Force closed to beat 
Bay Rocket at the wire. Rodney 
Soodeen was aboard aU four.

FROM MAIDEN TO 
GRADED WINNER IN 
ONLY THREE STARTS 



I n less than a decade as an 
owner, Hershey, Pa., resident 
Tom McClay has had remark¬ 
able success, campaigning the 
likes of graded winner More 
Smoke and stakes winners 
Beau’s Surprise and Procreate 
(in partnership), 

But the record of those local 
stalwarts could soon pale in 
comparison to that of Control 
System, a 3-year-old filly who 
went undefeated—and untest¬ 
ed—in her first three starts, 
culminating in an authoritative 
score in the Cicada Stakes-G3 
on March 24 at Aqueduct. 

Owned by McClay in part¬ 
nership with his next-door 
neighbor, Harry Nye, and 
trained by Michael Trombetta, 
Control System, a Pennsylvania- 
bred daughter of Maryland- 
based stallion Lion Hearted, 
has exceeded expectations at 
every turn. ‘‘We had a hint she 
could run, although there were 
issues with her education early 
on,” said Trombetta. “We didn’t 
expect her to win a graded 
stakes in her third start.” 

Making her first two appear¬ 
ances at Philadelphia Park, Con¬ 
trol System led at every call, 
airing by 11% lengths in a six 
and a half-furlong maiden spe¬ 
cial weight on January 23 and 


winning ridden out by nine and 
a quarter lengths in allowance 
company at six furlongs on 
February 18. 

She was dispatched as 2.25-1 
favorite against six rivals in the 
Cicada. Rated up close through 
the early stages of the six-fur¬ 
long test, she made her move in 
upper stretch and easily held 
off runner-up Golden Dreamer 
to score by three and a half 
lengths in a final time of 
1:10.43. 

McClay and Nye purchased 
Control System privately as 
a late yearhng from Renee 
Nodine and Alex Levengood, 
who bred her in the name of 
their Horse Shoe Valley Equine 
in Annville, Pa. Nodine is a vet¬ 
erinarian in private practice at 
Penn National and Levengood 
is a farrier also working at that 
track. 

Control System (named for 
the type of business in which 
McClay and Nye each earns 
his living—designing systems 
that control the functioning 
of buildings) was part of a 
package deal with another Lion 
Hearted filly, F Three, who was 
originally considered the more 
promising of the two but has 
yet to make her first start. 


Nodine purchased Control 
System’s dam. Risk Aversion 
(by Grindstone), privately in 
the fall of 2002. Having retired 
as a maiden after four starts. 
Risk Aversion wasn’t a costly 
broodmare prospect. 

But along with Control 
System—her first foal—the 
mare’s fortunes have soared. 
In early April, Nodine sold 
her to Taylor Made Farm in 


Kentucky for the proverbial 
offer that can’t be refused. Still 
at Horse Shoe Valley is Risk 
Aversion’s yearling colt by Lite 
the Fuse. 

Plans called for Risk Aver¬ 
sion to ship to Kentucky for 
her April foaling—to the cover 
of first-year Maryland stallion 
Gators N Bears—with Nodine 
to have ownership of the foal.

B Ned’s Flying, a ‘‘mild-man¬ 
nered old hunter from Penn¬ 
sylvania,” took the 61st run¬ 
ning of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup in Glyndon, after having 
finished no better than fourth 
in four previous attempts. 
Gene Weymouth guided 
Ned’s Flying to a perfect trip 
over the four miles and 22 
fences to win by eight lengths 
over Gold Tar. 

Owned by Mrs. C. Paul 
Denckla of Berwyn, Pa., Ned’s 
Flying was purchased as a 2- 
year-old for $50 by Denckla’s 
trainer. Bill Thomas. “The old 
horse hunts every season and 
carries, at various times, most 
of the Denckla family, includ¬ 
ing 12-year-old Davida, who 
accepted the trophy for her 
mother,” wrote Anne Christ¬ 
mas in The Maryland Horse. 

Weymouth was also 
recording his first Hunt Cup 
victory after trying for the 
better part of a decade. The 
trophy was nearly in his grasp 
eight years earher when his 
own Cormac appeared head¬ 
ed to certain victory until hit¬ 
ting a whiskey bottle and slic¬ 
ing a tendon within 200 yards 
of the final fence. 

Gene Weymouth has since had 
a long and succesrful career as a 
trainer in the Mid-Atlantic region. 
He was one of the original inves¬ 
tors in Fair Hill Training Center, 
where he is based. 

B The running of the Bowie 
Breeders Stakes for Maryland- 
bred 2-year-olds at Laurel 
Park on Monday, April 22 (it 
was originally scheduled to be 
run at Bowie, but was trans-

ferred to Laurel because of 
Bowie’s early dates) created a 
bit of an uproar. 

The popular fixture 
attracted 17 runners, prompt¬ 
ing Laurel officials to split 
the race into two divisions. 
But when four were scratched 
on the morning of the races, 
management decided to 
merge the two divisions, and 
instead spht the eighth race 
to round out the program. 
Esteemed racing writer Walter 
Haight was prompted to pen:

A field of 11 eventually 
faced the starter for the four 
and a half-furlong stakes, 
with W Taylor Leatherbury’s 
homebred Eastern Hobo, 
trained by J. Yancey Christmas, 
coming home the winner, for 
his second victory from two 
starts. 

W. Taylor Leatherbury bred 
horses for many years at his 
Craftwell Farm in Shady side, Md., 
and left a major legacy as the father 
of legendary Maryland trainer 
King T Leatherbury.

B Everett (Eb) Novak and his 
private trainer, Ben Perkins Sr., 
had put together an impressive 
arsenal of runners in less than 
five years together—campaign¬ 
ing 20 stakes winners and the 
earners of over $6 million, who 
raced in the name of Novak’s 
Marlton, N.J.-based New Farm. 

Their abihty to buy pros¬ 
pects at juvenile sales and then 
turn a quick profit became a 
specialty, highlighted by the 
successes of graded stakes win¬ 
ners Sacred Honour, Meadow 
Monster and Meritocrat. 

Novak and Perkins also 
plucked Forest Wildcat as a 4- 
year-old out of the 1995 Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic December 
Mixed Sale for $57,000 and 
sent him out in 1996 to earn 
$429,135, win four stakes and 
equal two track records. 

Forest Wildcat has remained a 
financial boon for Novaki New 


Farm, siring the likes of homebreds 
Wildcat Heir, winner of the Frank 
f De Francis Memorial Dash-G1, 
and 2006 New Jersey-bred horse of 
the year Wild Gams. 

B A shipment of 83 Thor¬ 
oughbreds—mostly bottom- 
level claimers—left the region 
to become the first U.S. horses 
to ever race in Korea. Purchased 
privately in Maryland, New 
Jersey, West Virginia and Penn¬ 
sylvania, the exports were 
eagerly awaited by some 400 
owners registered with the 
Korean government. 

With three more shipments 
expected to go out later in 
the year, the total value of 
horses and related items pur¬ 
chased for Korea’s burgeoning 
Thoroughbred industry was 
expected to be $4.2 million. 

“This sale is the first step 
in developing a long-term rela¬ 
tionship with Korean buyers 
that will benefit [horsepeople] 
in Maryland and the Mid- 
Atlantic region,” said Maryland 
Secretary of Agriculture Lewis 
R. Riley. 


Jameela had most recently 
finished third in Oaklawn Park’s 
Apple Blossom Handicap-Gl, 
her 53rd career start. Find 
made 110 starts over eight sea¬ 
sons of competition (finishing 
in the top three 76 times—51 
in stakes). 

Bred by Betty Worthington, 
Jameela was sold by her breed¬ 
er the previous September to 
Peter M. Brant for $840,000. 

Later that season Jameela 
became the first Maryland-bred to 
earn over $1 million, and retired 
with $1,038,704, which in 2007 
ranks her 15th of all time. Finis 
name dropped off the top-25 earners 
list in 2005. 

B Popular trainer Del W. 
Carroll was fatally injured in a 
training accident while gallop¬ 
ing the stakes winner Sportin’ 
Dfe at Keeneland. 

The 61-year-old horseman, 
who made his home in North 
East, Md., had apparently been 


thrown, but there were no wit¬ 
nesses and a search didn’t get 
underway until observers saw 
the riderless horse. 

A native of West Chester, 
Pa., Carroll trained do 2 ens of 
stakes winners, including 1972 
Preakness winner Bee Bee Bee. 

B H.R.H. Prince Charles, who 
was made an honorary fife- 
time member of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Associ¬ 
ation in January, donated a sil¬ 
ver cup to be awarded annually 
as a perpemal trophy at the Fair 
Hill spring races to the winner 
of the Prince of Wales Trophy 
race. It was the first time that 
Prince Charles had donated a 
trophy for any American sport¬ 
ing event. 

The inaugural running of 
the Prince of Wales Trophy 
was expected to be attended by 
a representative from Britain 
as well as Maryland Governor 
Harry Hughes.

The quality, and tenacity, 
of Maryland's Thoroughbred 
industry is once again on dis¬ 
play, as the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association pays 
tribute to its Breeder, Stallion 
and Broodmare of the Year for 
2006. 

Tom Bowman, a promi¬ 
nent equine veterinarian, and 
his wife, Chris, have been in 
the Thoroughbred business 
for more than 30 years at their 
Dance Forth Farm in Ches- 
tertown, Md. They are also 
co-owners of Roland Farm in 
Chesapeake City Md. 

The Bowmans previously 
received this award in 1998 
and 2005. But purse earnings 
for horses bred in Maryland 
by the Bowmans (on their 
own account and in partner¬ 
ships) shot to new heights 
in 2006, reaching $2,685,983. 
They were this state's leading 
breeder by earnings, by a wide 
margin. 

Representing the Bowmans 
as breeders were seven stakes

winners, including Maryland- 
bred champions Clifton Park 
(champion 2-year-old male) 
and Good Night Shirt (steeple¬ 
chaser). 

Last year, for the first time 
in their career, the couple 
could take credit for a Ken¬ 
tucky Derby starter. Point 
Determined (sold by the Bow¬ 
mans and partners Milton 
P. Higgins III and Robert N. 
Clay for $290,000 at the 2004 
Keeneland September Year¬ 
ling sale) had a rough trip in 
the Derby and finished ninth. 
But as the winner of the Grade 
3 Affirmed Stakes and runner- 
up in three California graded 
stakes, including the Santa 
Anita Derby-Gl, he conclud¬ 
ed the season with earnings 
of $393,400, and was the top 
earner to represent the Bow¬ 
mans. 


Other Bowman-breds scor¬ 
ing in stakes company were 
Ironton, Raise the Bluff, Smart 
and Fancy and Yolanda B. Too. 

Endette, owned by King T. 
Leatherbury, gained fame last 
year as the dam of two Mary- 
land-bred stars—Ah Day, 
the son of Malibu Moon who 
clinched the title of champion 
Maryland-bred 3-year-old 
male while winning six stakes 
and placing in four additional 
added-money races; and Due 
(by Rinka Das), hero of the 
Maryland Million Classic. 

While Leatherbury has 
achieved legendary status 
as a trainer—ranking third 
on the list of all-time leading 
trainers by wins, with 6,184 
career victories as of April 5 
(the vast majority scored in 
Maryland)—^he has also made 
a strong impact as a breeder 
within his home state. 

And Endette (by Thirty 
Eight Paces) comes from a 
family that has done much to 
further Leatherbury's breed¬ 
ing program. Her dam, Dron- 
ette (by Drone), purchased by 
Leatherbury in partnership 
with Hermen Greenberg for 
$57,000, in foal to Seclusive, at 
a Timonium auction in 1982, 
produced two Maryland-bred 
champions: Thirty Eight Go 
Go (by Thirty Eight Paces), 
who took 2-year-old filly 
honors in 1987 and the older 
female title two years later; 
















and Notches Trace, champion 
older female in 1988. 

Endette (so named because 
her birth in 1994 marked the 
end of Dronette's breeding 
career) also carries on Leather- 
bury's many ties to Maryland 
racing through her sire—Thir¬ 
ty Eight Paces—^who was the 
first ''big horse" trained by 
Leatherbury. 

Leatherbury also co¬ 
owned multiple stakes win¬ 
ner Thirty Eight Paces (a son 
of Nodouble) throughout his 
career, having assembled the 
partnership that bought him

for $38,000 at a 1979 Florida 
yearling sale. 

Prompting Leatherbury to 
buy Thirty Eight Paces was 
the fact that he happened to 
be the first foal from the Danc¬ 
ing Count mare Thirty Paces, 
whom Leatherbury trained to 
an undefeated 2-year-old sea¬ 
son—^taking champion Mary- 
land-bred juvenile filly hon¬ 
ors—in 1975. ^ 

Not For Love, a 17-year- 
old son of Mr. Prospector— 
Dance Number (by Northern 
Dancer) ranked as Maryland's 


leading sire by progeny earn¬ 
ings in 2006, with $4,653,780. 
It was the fourth year in a row 
that he led the list. 

Not For Love was repre¬ 
sented by 19 stakes perform¬ 
ers, eight stakes winners, 
topped by Private Scandal 
($181,070). Other 2006 stakes 
winners sired by Not For Love 
were Flame of Love, Forty 
Crowns, Ironton, Not for Sam, 
Shades of Sunny, Smart and 
Fancy and Spirited Game. Not 
For Love was previously hon¬ 
ored as Maryland's Stallion of 
the Year in 2002, '03 and '04. ^

\A^hen an overwhelming 
favorite comes away with the 
victory it's usually not a cliff- 
hanger. 

But Silmaril—sent to post 
as the 1-5 choice in the Con¬ 
niver Stakes, against four far 
less accomplished rivals— 
held her backers in suspense 
until the very end. 

Returning three weeks af¬ 
ter her gutsy, runner-up per¬ 
formance to (Dprah Winney in 
Barbara Fritchie Breeders' Cup 
Handicap-G2 (and possibly 
needing just a bit more time to 
revitalize), Silmaril made her 
bid on the outside going into 
the stretch and raced abreast 
of La Chica Rica and Scheing 
E Jet before giving a final push 
that carried her to a neck vic¬ 
tory in the Conniver, run on 
March 10 at Laurel Park. 

The 124-pound high- 
weight (giving between four 
to six pounds to the others), 
Silmaril completed the seven 
furlongs in 1:25.13. Scheing E 
Jet crossed the wire a neck be¬ 
hind runner-up La Chica Rica, 
and fourth-placed My Girlie 
was another half-length back; 
FLope Seven trailed. 

Silmaril, campaigned by 
her breeders Steve Quick and 
Chris Feifarek and trained by 
Chris Grove (a feature article 
on Grove appears on page 16), 
has been nearly flawless in 
her three starts so far this year, 
all at Laurel: She annexed the 


What a Summer Stakes in her 
6-year-old debut on January 
20 . 

The Conniver Stakes, Sil- 
maril's ninth career stakes vic¬ 
tory, boosted her earnings to 
$729,153. 

Named for the precious 
jewels in the fictitious tales 
written by J.R.R. Tolkien, Sil¬ 
maril is in her fourth season 
as a Maryland star. She has to 
her credit two Maryland Mil¬ 
lion wins (the 2004 Oaks and 
2006 Distaff), and was named 
champion Maryland-bred 
older female in 2005. 

Racing followers through¬ 
out the world were held in 
thrall by Silmaril's perfor¬ 
mance in the 2005 running of 
the Grade 3 Pimlico Breeders' 
Cup Distaff Handicap, when 
she outran that year's Eclipse 
Award-winning older female, 
Ashado. 

Silmaril, a daughter of 
former Maryland stallion 
Diamond, who stood at 
Northview Stallion Station in 
Chesapeake City until moving 
to Oklahoma in 2006, is one 
of two closely related stakes- 
winning mares currently cam¬ 
paigning for the Quicks and 
Grove. The other is Lexi Star, 
a three-time stakes winner of 
$302,624. 

Silmaril and Lexi Star are 
descendants of the first mare 
the Quicks owned: Pilgrim's 
Pride (1965, First Landing), 
whom they purchased at a 
1978 Timonium auction, while 
barren, for $5,400. 

From a 1978 mating with 
North Sea, a son of Nearetie 
standing at Alfred G. Van- 







derbilt's Sagamore Farm, 
Pilgrim's Pride produced Kat¬ 
tegat's Pride, one of the best 
Maryland-bred race mares of 
all time. 

Kattegat's Pride, trained 
by Joe Devereux, captured 
state-bred titles at 3, 4 and 5 
while winning or placing in 18 
stakes and earning $511,812, a 
figure comparable to at least 
$1 million today 


As a broodmare, however, 
Kattegat's Pride left much 
to be desired. She produced 
only four foals—three modest 
winners, and the fourth un¬ 
raced. Her only daughter and 
top earner, Kattebuck (1988, 
Spend a Buck), who won one 
of 16 starts to earn $14,419, 
returned the family to glory, 
producing Silmaril as her fifth 
foal. 


Lexi Star, meanwhile de¬ 
scends from Kattegat's Pride's 
half-sister Reykjavik's Pride 
(1984,Akureyri). 

Kattegat's Pride—now 
28—is living out her life as a 
pensioner at the Quicks' St. 
Omer's Farm in Forest Hill 
(Harford County), Md. Kat¬ 
tebuck, still an active member 
of the St. Omer's broodmare 
band, has a 2-year-old full sis¬ 


ter to Silmaril named Another 
Jewel, who is getting her early 
education from the Quicks' 
neighbor and friend, longtime 
horsewoman Jean Walter. Kat¬ 
tebuck had a Not For Love colt 
in 2006 and was not bred for 
2007. In early April she was 
bred back to Not For Love.

W ild Gams has been named New Jersey- 
bred Horse of the Year as well as 
champion 3-year-old filly for 2006, based 
on a superlative campaign that included four stakes 
wins (two in graded company) and a runner-up 
performance in the Grade 1 Prioress Breeders’ Cup 
Stakes. 

Bred and owned by Eb Novak’s New Farm 
and trained by Ben Perkins Jr., Wild Gams (Forest 
Wildcat—Diamonds and Legs, by Quiet American) 
launched the season by winning Aqueduct’s Oxford 
Scholar Stakes at Aqueduct in January; she annexed 
the Cicada Stakes-G3 at Aqueduct in March and 
defeated older state-bred rivals while capturing the 
Eleven North Handicap at Monmouth in September. 


Her final, and richest, win of the year came in Laurel 
Park’s $200,000 Safely Kept Breeders’ Cup-G3 in 
October. 

In all, she won five of her eight starts in 2006, 
earning a state-bred leading $364,387. 

Gunsmith Stables’s homebred Our Fantene 
earned honors as champion 2-year-old filly after 
capturing three of her four starts, including the 
Sorority Stakes and filly division of the Newjersey 
Euturity. The award held special meaning for 
Gunsmith Stables owners Bo and Stella Smith, as 
Our Fantene’s dam. Our Cozzette (by Cozzene), took 
this title in 2001. Our Fantene, a daughter of Touch 
Gold, was trained by Cal Lynch.

Camacthmagnificent, bred and owned by 
Dennis A. Drazin, was named champion 2-year- 
old colt or gelding after winning two of his three 
starts, including the colts/geldings division of the 
New Jersey Futurity. Camacthmagnificent (out of 
nine-time stakes winner Kerygma, by Drone) is from 
the second crop of New Jersey stallion Mr. Nugget, 
who stands at Greenfields Farm in Colts Neck. 
Camacthmagnificent was trained by Jason Servis. 

Presidential Thoroughbreds’s Meadow Blue is 
the champion 3-year-old male. The chestnut son of 
Meadow Monster—Arboresque (by Cure the Blues) 
won three of his nine starts, including the Lincroft 
Handicap against older horses. Bred by Mike Brown 
and trained by Kelly John Breen, Meadow Blue 
earned $134,975 in 2006. 

Dr. Philip J. Torsney’s homebred 
I^mtoogoodtobetrue is the champion handicap 
mare. Fmtoogoodtobetrue (Good and Tough- 
Foolish Kisses, by Cannonade) earned $145,035 as 
a 4-year-old in 2006 while capturing the Spruce Fir, 
Girl Powder and Jersey Girl Handicaps. The Ned 
Allard trainee was also a New Jersey-bred champion 
in her 2 and 3-year-old seasons. 

Park Avenue Ball, the 2005 New Jersey-bred 
Horse of the Year, won three stakes at 4 last season 
to take the title of champion handicap horse for the 
Char-Mari Stable of the late Charles Hesse and his 
wife, Marianne Hesse. Bred in the name of C.J. Hesse 
Inc., Park Avenue Ball was victorious in the Frisk 
Me Now Stakes, Skip Away Stakes and Philip H. 

Iselin Breeders’ Cup Handicap-G3. Trained by James 
Ryerson, Park Avenue Ball earned $317,000 last 
season, boosting his career total to $946,600. The 
son of Citidancer (out of Road to the Ball, by Cahill 
Road) has been a state-bred champion every year he’s 
raced, also copping divisional honors at 2 and 3. 

Gerald Sleeter’s Who’s the Cowboy captured 
four stakes at age 4 last season en route to honors 
as champion sprinter. Bred by Carolyn Sleeter 
and trained by Kevin Sleeter, Who’s the Cowboy 
(Intensity—Image’s Image, by Better Arbitor) annexed 
in succession the Colts Neck Handicap, Teddy 
Drone Stakes, Icecapade Stakes and Friendly Lover 
Handicap, earning $295,364 and bringing his career 
total to $605,037. 

Diamonds and Legs, a 1996 daughter of 
Quiet American—Ah Love, by Lear Fan, is the 2006 
broodmare of the year. Diamonds and Legs produced 
three foals for New Farm before her death in 2003. 
From two foals to race (both by Forest Wildcat), she 
is represented by two stakes winners—NJ-bred Horse 
of the Year Wild Gams, and the gelding Diamond 
Wildcat, who captured the Horatius Stakes and 
earned $144,017. 

Intensity was named stallion of the year. 
Although he died in 2002 at the age of 8, Intensity 
has had a strong impact on the New Jersey breeding 






















industry. The bay son of Gone West—Ambassador 
of Luck, by What Luck, made his brief stud career 
at Carolyn and Gerald SleeteLs Sleeter Farm in 
Clementon. 

From three crops. Intensity is represented by 21 
registered foals, all starters and most of them bred 
in New Jersey. Through April 10, Intensity’s progeny 
have made 384 starts, and his 18 winners have won 
62 races. He is the sire of four stakes horses, three 
who earned black-type in 2006—Who’s the Cowboy; 
Pennsylvania-bred Rain Song, a four-time stakes 
winner in 2006; and stakes-placed New Jersey-bred 
Summer Sting. 

Intensity’s lifetime progeny earnings exceed 
$2.1 million, with his top earner being Who’s the 
Cowboy. Seven of his runners have earned in excess 
of $100,000, and his average earnings per starter is an 
astounding $103,386. 


Newjersey-bred 
juvenile sells 
for $700,000 

T hat’s Ok, a New Jersey-bred filly by Not 
For Love—My New Pal, by Saratoga Six, 
ranked among the top-priced horses at 
the Calder Selected Two-Year-Olds in Training 
Sale on March 6, selling for $700,000, which 
equaled the fifth-highest price for a filly in the 
sale. Bred by Timber Creek Farm, That’s Ok was 
sold to John Ferguson, a representative for Sheik 
Mohammed bin Rashid al Maktoum. 

That’s Ok is a full sister to two successful 
New Jersey-breds: Forever Partners and My 
New Love. Forever Partners had three wins in 
five starts, capturing the Colleen Stakes and 
finishing second in the Spinaway Stakes-Gl and 
third in the Miss Preakness Stakes-G3, earning 
$118,650. Twice stakes-placed My New Love had 
12 wins from ages 2 to 6 and amassed more than 
$210,000. 

The second dam of That’s Ok, Thanks Pal, 
is also a New Jersey-bred, as are her two most 
successful offspring. Forever Pals and Always 
Pals. Forever Pals and Always Pals both won 
their respective divisions of the New Jersey 
Futurity.

Jim was also the founding Master 
of the Triangle Hunt before he and Faye 
moved to Washington, D.C., to run the 
largest boarding and teaching operation 
in the U.S. He served several years as 
manager of the Washington International 
Horse Show before he returned to his

Highlighting the card will be the inaugural 
running of the $125,000 Smarty Jones Classic, named 
for the most famous recent PA-bred, who came 
within a length of an undefeated campaign through 
the 2004 Triple Crown. The Classic, for 3-year-olds 
and upward on the main track, will be contested at a 
mile and a sixteenth. 

Eight other races worth $100,000 each and with 
a variety of conditions, will make the day the richest 
race card for Thoroughbreds ever offered in the state. 

The Flatterer Steeplechase will renew again at 
two and one-sixteenth miles as the country's only 
jump race for state-breds. 

New to the card this year will be four races 
designed to showcase the offspring of Pennsylvania 
stallions. Named for four of the state's foundation 
sires—Captain My Captain, Northern Fling, Nepal, 
and Ga Hai—these races will provide lucrative 
opportunities for the breeding products of those who 
have supported the local stallion colony. 


PHBA's Board of Directors believes incentives 
of this sort will bring focus to the PA Breeding Fund 
program, and the many benefits available for local 
stallions. The immediate objective is to establish as 
strong a stallion roster as the region can support, and 
allow Pennsylvania breeders local access to better 
and better bloodlines. 

PA Day at the Races was initially offered in 
2001, with five PA-bred races carrying purses of 
$50,000 each. From this rather humble beginning, 
the program has grown into a popular summer 
afternoon for PHBA members and their guests, who 
enjoy the festivities of a day at the races. 

Reservations for the afternoon, which will 
include a private buffet luncheon and other popular 
activities, must be made with the PHBA office. Space 
at Philadelphia Park will be somewhat limited this 
year, as the track continues its use of the grandstand 
as a temporary slots facility. 

The conditions of all PA Day at the Races stakes 
are included in the current 2007 Pennsylvania-bred 
stakes schedule, which appears on the third page of 
this newsletter.

finishing third. Winning time for 
the two furlongs was :23y5 over a 
slightly wet track. Tigeroo, trained by 
Dogwood’s AikenTased Ron Stevens, 
was headed to Keeneland to join Todd 
Pletcher’s stable. 

The Coward Trophy for 2''yeanold 
colts and geldings went to Lansdon 
Robbins and Sam Delaney’s Atrevido 
Bandito (Yankee Gentleman). He 
completed the quarter mile in :24 to 
defeat Bronze Medal (Dixieland Band) 
by a length. Third was Rich Hero 
(Maria’s Mon). Atrevido Bandito will 
reportedly join Kenny McPeek’s stable 
at Keeneland. 

Warriors Lass (Desert Warrior), 
who by the way is a colt, captured 
the third trial, the Post Trophy, by 
nearly four lengths. The juvenile’s 
time of :22% was just threeTifths of 
a second slower than the 30''year''old 
track record for a quarter mile. Owned 
and trained by Carl Durr, the colt was 
also possibly bound for Keeneland. 
Holidaze (Harlan’s Holiday) was 
second and Texas Wildcatter 
(Monarches) ran third. 

Private Nekia (Horse Chestnut" 
SAf) won the Von Stade Trophy, 
traveling four and a half furlongs in 
:54. Directly behind him were Rahoo 
(Rahy) and Grand Miracle (Grand 
Slam). Private Nekia, owned by Nekia 
Farm and trained by Bruce Snipes, is 
still a maiden after eight starts, and 
in his last official race, on March 1 
at Charles Town, he finished sixth. 
However, this was his second win at 
the Aiken Trials; he won in 2005 as a 
juvenile. 

Three "yean old Confederate Bond 
(Broken Vow) won the Iselin Hall of 
Fame Trophy in the fifth trial on the 
card in :56% over Wishful Woman 
(Tejano Run) and Golden Dame (Sea 
of Secrets). The winner is another 
owned by Nekia Farm and trained by 
Snipes. 

Nekia Farm and Snipes also 
teamed up to capture the City of 
Aiken Trophy for the sixth time in 
the last seven years when Cyberflash 
(Cyberspace) equaled the track record 
of :53% for four and a half furlongs 
in running away with the sixth trial.

Class Vantage named 
Virginia-bred champion 
over jumps 



ignon Smith’s 
Mede Cahaba 
Stable and Stud home¬ 
bred Class Vantage has 
been named the 2006 
Virginia-bred champi¬ 
on over jumps. A geld¬ 
ing by Rock Point (out 
of Class Vim, by Class 
Secret), Class Vantage 
won or placed in two 
steeplechase stakes last 
year at age 4 and also 
finished third in the 
John D. Marsh Stakes on the flat. 

Class Vantage’s lone win in 
2006 was a big one—the $100,000 
U.S. Championship Supreme 
Hurdle Novice Stakes NSA-1 at 
Pine Mountain,Ga., on November 
4. In that race. Class Vantage ral¬ 
lied from last to edge Rare Bush 
by three-quarters of a length. 
Earlier in the season, he finished 
second in the $50,000 David L. 
“Zeke” Ferguson Memorial Stee¬ 
plechase Stakes NSA-3 at Colonial 
Downs. He prepped for that race 


in Colonial Downs’s John D. 
Marsh, in which he finished 
behind eventual Virginia-bred 
champion 3-year-old Union Ave¬ 
nue and Love Conquers. 

Trained by Lilith Boucher and 
ridden by Richard Boucher, Class 
Vantage had one win, two sec¬ 
onds and two thirds from seven 
starts in NSA sanctioned races last 
season. In a total of 10 starts (over 
jumps and on the flat), he earned 
$92,500, boosting his career earn¬ 
ings to $108,650. 



Pleasant Tap named to 
Virginia Equine Hall of Fame 


P leasant Tap, the Virginia-bred 
who earned the 1992 Eclipse 
Award as the nation’s champion 
older horse, has been named the 
2006 inductee to the Virginia 
Equine Hall of Fame. 

Bred in Virginia by the late 
Thomas Mellon Evans at his 
Buckland Farm in Gainesville, 
Pleasant Tap was a stakes winner 
at 2 and 3 before blossoming into 
a Grade 1 star at age 5, a season in 
which he bankrolled $1,959,914. 

The son of Pleasant Colony 
—^Never Knock (by Stage Door 
Johnny) carried his breeder’s col¬ 
ors to victory in the $75,000 
Sunny Slope Stakes at Santa Anita 
at 2, and the following year added 
the Malibu Stakes-G2, along with 
seconds in the Lexington Stakes- 
G2 and Native Diver Handicap- 
G3, and a third in the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl. 

Although he went winless in 
stakes company at age 4, Pleasant 
Tap burnished his reputation by 
finishing second in the Breeders’ 
Cup Sprint-Gl and third in three 


graded stakes, including the Santa 
Anita Handicap-Gl. 

Clearly getting better with age, 
Evans’s homebred captured four 
graded stakes in 1992—the Jockey 
Club Gold Cup and Suburban 
Handicap (both Grade 1) as well 
as the Commonwealth Breeders’ 
Cup and Churchill Downs 
Handicaps (both Grade 3). He 
finished off the season with a run¬ 
ner-up performance to A.P Indy 
in the Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl, 
one of four second-place finishes 
in graded stakes that year. 

Pleasant Tap made 32 starts, 
recording nine victories, nine 
seconds and five thirds and total 
earnings of $2,712,169. 

He has subsequently followed 
in his father’s footsteps as one 
of the nation’s leading sires, and 
is represented by 42 stakes win¬ 
ners, including the 2005 Virginia- 
bred champion 3-year-old filly. 
Pleasant Chimes. 

Pleasant Tap, a half-brother to 
Kentucky Derby-Gl winner Go 
for Gin, stands at Lane’s End in 
Kentucky. 


Harvard president has deep 
roots in Virginia 


D rew Gilpin Faust, the 
new president of Harvard 
University (and the first woman 
to hold that post in the school’s 
371-year history), comes from 
one of Virginia’s most accom¬ 
plished horse-owning families. 

Her father, the late M. Tyson 
Gilpin, a onetime president of 


the VTA, was an internationally 
known and respected breeder/ 
owner and bloodstock agent. 

Tyson Gilpin, who died in 
May of 2000, graduated from 
Princeton University and served 
with distinction in World War 
IF Returning after the war to 
Virginia, he took over the presi¬ 


dency of the Fasig-Tipton com¬ 
pany, and five years later launched 
a stallion syndicate business. He 
also served as president of the 
Virginia Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association. His 
leadership roles earned him induc¬ 
tion into the Virginia Equine Hall 
of Fame. 

Tyson Gilpin was a son of 
Kenneth Gilpin, who served in 
the Virginia General Assembly 
during the 1920s and later advo¬ 
cated for the state’s first pari¬ 
mutuel racing bill. 


Tyson Gilpin’s obituary in The 
Washington Post referred to him as 
“one of the reigning patriarchs 
of Virginia’s Thoroughbred horse 
racing industry.” Anne Poulson, 
president of the VTA at the time 
of his death and the recently 
retired chair of the Virginia 
Racing Commission, called 
Gilpin, “Absolutely one of the 
premier figures on the Virginia 
racing and breeding scene.” 

Now add to Gilpin’s resume: 
father of a Harvard University 
president.

Key changes in effect for Colonial Downs meet 


T he stable area at Colonial 
Downs opens on May 20, 10 
days earlier than last year, to 
accommodate horsemen shipping 
in from Florida and Kentucky. 
Along with other owners and 
trainers coming for the summer 
meet that starts on June 15, local 
horsemen need to be aware of 
significant rule changes requested 
by the VHBPA and recently 
adopted by the Virginia Racing 
Commission (VRC). The revi¬ 
sions deal with steroids, bleeder 
adjunct medications, and cou¬ 
pling of entries. The VRC will 
also step up its enforcement of 
claiming rule requirements. 

Anabolic steroids 

Use of anabolic steroids is 
prohibited by VRC medication 
rules, and has been for the last 10 
years. However, the ban has been 
partially lifted on an interim basis 
for at least the 2007 race meet at 
Colonial Downs. The commis¬ 
sion will permit use of four com¬ 
monly employed FDA-approved 
steroids: stanozolol (Winstrol), 
boldenone (Equipoise), nandro- 
lone (Durabolin) and testosterone. 
The VRC rule revision, however, 
does not permit simultaneous use 
or “stacking” of any of the four 
steroids. 

The ban on all other anabolic 
steroids for horses who are racing 
will continue. 

The VRC acted to conform 
its medication rules, at least in 
part, to those of racing jurisdic¬ 
tions including Maryland, West 
Virginia, Delaware and Pennsyl¬ 
vania that do not regulate steroid 
use.The change will likely remain 
in effect until a national consen¬ 
sus on steroids is reached. 

Stan Bowker, the VRC’s 
executive secretary, said: “Were 
looking at how to implement a 
uniform anabolic steroids rule on 
the East Coast so that all the rac¬ 
ing jurisdictions are doing it the 
same way. If Virginia happened 
to be the only one to do it, then 
horsemen would bypass Virginia 
and race in the other states that 


don’t either test for it or have a 
rule against it.” 

Based on recent public state¬ 
ments by industry regulatory 
groups, many states may follow 
Virginia’s lead and prohibit ste¬ 
roid use completely. The Racing 
Medication and Testing Consor¬ 
tium recently recommended such 
action to the Association of 
Racing Commissioners Interna¬ 
tional. 

In past years,Virginia’s ban had 
little practical impact because the 
VRC did not screen for steroids. 
Testing of blood samples was 
difficult if not impossible. That 
changed last fall during Colonial 
Downs’s Standardbred meet 
when a newly employed labora¬ 
tory at Iowa State University, 
with advanced technical capa¬ 
bility, began testing for steroids. 
Within the first couple of weeks 
more than 25 positive findings 
were returned. 

Despite adverse publicity 
about professional athletes trying 
to gain an advantage with ste¬ 
roids, there are legitimate thera¬ 
peutic reasons for treating race 
horses with anabolic steroids.The 
most common is to promote 
healing of soft tissue injuries, 
particularly after surgery. That use 
will continue to be permissible in 
horses who are not racing. 

Adjunct bleeder 
medications 

Like many states, Virginia 
allows use of adjunct bleeder 
medications in conjunction with 
furosemide (Lasix). The VRC 
medication rule permits four 
specific adjuncts: aminocaproic 
acid (Amicar), carbazochrome 
(“Kentucky Red”), tranexamic 
acid and conjugated estrogens. 

The VRC amended the 
adjunct rule to make clear that 
those medications may be admin¬ 
istered by a veterinarian any time 
on race day before furosemide, 
and need not be given simultane¬ 
ously with it. The rule provision 
requiring furosemide administra¬ 


tion no less than three hours 
before a horse’s post time has not 
been changed. 

This bleeder adjunct revision, 
requested by the VHBPA, was 
prompted by an incident last 
summer at Colonial Downs. A 
veterinarian, as requested by a 
trainer, gave an adjunct medica¬ 
tion an hour or so before giv¬ 
ing the horse Lasix. The trainer 
regularly followed that procedure 
with a particular filly because she 
had a history of easily dehydrat¬ 
ing. 

The stewards learned of the 
two separate injections and fined 
the veterinarian. They interpret¬ 
ed the adjunct rule as requiring 
simultaneous administration of 
both medications, even though 
there was no medical reason for 
doing so. On appeal, the VRC 
upheld the stewards’ interpreta¬ 
tion, though it reduced the fine. 

Coupling of entries 

In the past, all horses in a 
race at Colonial Downs with the 
same trainer had to be coupled as 
one wagering interest. The same 
was true of horses with common 
ownership. 

Now horses with the same 
trainer will be allowed to run 
as separate wagering interests 
as long as the trainer does not 
have an ownership interest in any 
horse in the race. A trainer still 
may elect to couple horses if he 
wishes to do so. 

The coupling rule for owners 
was not changed by the VRC. 
Horses with common ownership 
or leasehold interests will run 
as a single entry for wagering 
purposes. 

There, of course, is a practical 
formula that dictates the desire 
for a large number of wagering 
interests in a race. Large fields 
generate large handle. Small fields 
generate small handle. Handle 
generates income for the track 
and purses for the horsemen. 

The rule change affecting 
trainers makes Virginia consistent 


with the practice in Maryland, 
Delaware and Pennsylvania. It 
should also make easier the rac¬ 
ing secretary’s job of filling races, 
particularly races on the dirt at 
Colonial that are more difficult 
to fill than turf races. 

Claiming rules 

Rules for claiming horses have 
not been modified, but the VRC 
stated its intent to be particularly 
vigilant in enforcing the existing 
rules in a number of areas. 

The commission will not tol¬ 
erate lax claim box procedures. A 
locked claim box must be used 
and claim slip envelopes must be 
time-stamped. Last year a time 
stamp was not always used, result¬ 
ing in complaints that timely 
claims were rejected. 

The VRC wiQ also scrutinize 
multiple claims in a single race 
to insure that two current rule 
limitations are followed. First, an 
owner, or trainer acting as an 
authorized agent, may file only 
one claim in any race. Second, 
a claimed horse may not remain 
in the same stable or under the 
control or supervision of its for¬ 
mer owner or trainer, unless it is 
reclaimed. 

The commission is turning 
its attention to multiple claims 
because of an apparent growing 
practice in neighboring states. 
By filing multiple claims in a 
single race owners and trainers 
are colluding to improve their 
chances of either preventing a 
horse from being claimed or suc¬ 
cessfully claiming a horse against 
other bidders.

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Major changes on the way 
as a result of2007 legislation 


T WO racing-related bills—each 
of major significance to West 
Virginia's Thoroughbred 
breeders—were approved 
in the 2007 session of the General 
Assembly and have been signed 
info law by Governor Joe Manchin. 

The first HB 2718, paves the way 
for the introduction of fable games 
at Charles Town and Mountaineer 
Park, as well as at the state's two 
greyhound tracks. 

The other, HB 2406, known as the 
"raiser bill," removes the loophole 
that briefly restored the raiser 
program at Charles Town, and 
provides for two West Virginia- 
accredited races to be included 
on each live racing card at Charles 
Town. 

Negotiating on behalf of the 
WVTBA was longtime breeder 
and former WVTBA president John 
McKee, working in concert with the 
WVTBA's current president Cynthia 
O'Bannon, lobbyist Ursula Whiteman 
and administrative director 


Michelle Shrader, and Charles 
Town Horsemen's Benevolent 
and Protective Association 
representatives Kim Martin and 
Randy Funkhouser. 

The table games bill, which takes 
effect on June 5, requires the four 
counties in which the tracks are 
located to schedule local-option 
referendums to authorize blackjack, 
poker, craps and roulette. 

The law directs 35 percent 
of adjusted gross revenue from 
table games to the state. Of the 
state's share, 2 percent goes to 
the West Virginia Thoroughbred 
Development Fund and 2.5 percent 
to purses. Within the second year, 
the Development Fund's portion is 
expected to reach $1.5 million. 

McKee explains that the so- 
called raiser bill, which takes effect 
on July 1, corrects a mistake that 
occurred two years ago when 
legislation was approved to extend 
the West Virginia-bred program to 


Mountaineer Park. A raiser program 
(opening restricted races to horses 
raised in West Virginia along with 
those born and sired in this state) 
was instituted for Mountaineer, 
in order to bolster the breeding 
industry in the region surrounding 
that track. However, the law did not 
distinguish between Mountaineer 
and Charles Town—and thus 
inadvertently reinstituted the raiser 
program at Charles Town, where it 
was phased out a number of years 
ago. 

Now that there is a burgeoning 
population of state-bred and state- 
sired runners in the Charles Town 
area, broadening the criteria to 
include West Virginia-raised runners 
in accredited races at this track is 
counter-productive. 

To qualify for the raiser program, a 
horse must reside in this state for his 
entire yearling year.

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Racing bills continued 

Horses raised here as yearlings in 
2006 and 2007 will remain eligible for 
accredited races at Charles Town. 
However, the West Virginia Breeders 
Classics does not intend to extend 
eligibility to raisers. 

Under the new law, all of the 
funding for West Virginia-accredited 
races will be provided by the purse 
account. In the past, the purse 
account paid the initial $2,000, and 
the remainder was drawn from 
the West Virginia Thoroughbred 
Development Fund. 

"This formula led to an 
unworkable situation," explains 


McKee,"because as purses rose 
in recent years, the Development 
Fund ran out of money. In the last 
year, the fund could only support 
accredited races for the first five and 
a half months, and the schedule 
of accredited races came to a 
grinding halt." 

The recently approved legislation 
also establishes a program of at 
least 14 West Virginia-bred restricted 
stakes per year, supported by 
the West Virginia Thoroughbred 
Development Fund. 

In a separate agreement with 
the West Virginia HBPA, Charles Town 
track management has agreed 
to an annual minimum of 235 live 
racing days.
